DAY’S EVENTS AT MANILA EX- 
PLAIN HIS DISPATCH. 


Arrival of the First-Class Cruiser 


Kaiserin Augusta Creates Com- 
ment in Naval Circles—Sensational 
Rumors Afloat in Washingtan—Otis 
Reports Surrender of Island of 
Cebu—City of Manila Is Quieter and 
No Anxiety Is Expressed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[{Special.}]— 
Admiral Dewey’s significant dispatch ask- 
ing for the battleship Oregon for political 
reasons was entirely explained in the opin- 
ion. of officials by the arrival at Manila of 
the first-class German cruiser Kaiserin 
Augusta. 

It is believed that Dewey had advance in- 
formation of the coming of this ship, and 
felt the necessity of making an adequate 
naval demonstration to convince the Ger- 
mans of the hopelessness of successful inter- 
ference with the American government. 

A strong effort has been made by the ad- 
ministration here in Washington. to make it 
appear that Dewey’s “ political reason "' 
referred exclusively to the moral effect of a. 
big battleship on the insurgents. |

GERMAN CRUISER AT MANILA. 


Kaiserin Augusta’ Arrives from Kiao- 
Chou—City Is Reported 
| Quiet. 


Manila, Feb. 25.—The German first-class 
cruiser Kaiserin Augusta has arrived here. 

The military police have raided -several 
suspected houses in various districts, cap- 
turing small bodies of twenty to thirty pris- 
oners in each place. This and the 7 o'clock 
ordinary is effectually dispelling the fears 
of a threatened outbreak of the natives, 
who do not dare, singly or collectively, to 
appear on the streets after dark. 

The feeling in the city has decidedly im- 
proved, although the Chinese are still tim- 
orous.

Mr. Doubleday said that Mr. Kipling 
was at times conscious and had been able to 
drink a little beef tea. 

At Mr. Kipling’s bedside during the first 
half of the night were his wife, his two 
daughters, a gon, J. M. Doubleday, Dr. Jane- 
way, Dr. Dunham, and three nurses. Later 
Dr. Jarieway left for the night, Dr. Dunham 
retired within call, and the. remainder 
watched at the bedside for the remainder of 
the night. |

To Look After Germany. 


The general belief is that Admiral Dewey, 
after his experience with the Germans last 
summer, felt that it would be wise to have 
a ship there in the bay which would be 
able to look after the Kaiserin Augusta. 
Experts at the Navy and State depart- 
ments say the Afmiral is correct not only 
from ordinary provincial and political mo- 
tives, but aiso to miake the showing re- 
quired by ordinary international law. In 
case of disturbances afloat or ashore a for- 
eign nation has a certain right to demand 
the complete protection bf its own citi- 
zens, and it is feared the Germans may 
seize upon the recent disturbances within 
the City of Manila as a pretext for an in- 
sulting interference on the theory that the 
Americans have not force enough to pro- 
tect foreign property and lives. 

While the administration will not admit 
that there is any fear of trouble with Ger- 
many at Manila, it is quite well known that 
recent dispaiches which were suppressed 
for prudential reasons have described the 
attitude of the Germans in Asiatic water 
as ‘“‘ not merely suspicious, but actually in- 
solent.”’

Otis’ announcement of the surrender of that

**quiet possession,’’ further inquiry was 
made by the Navy department and it was 
learned.that Admiral Dewey had been mis- 
quoted and that what he had reported was 
that the Petrel had received the surrender 
of Cebu. 

Lt is the purpose of the Admiral to establish 
the sovereignty of the United States at the 
capital of the island, which is a town 
of 35,000 inhabitants. It is not be- 
lieved that any serious difficulty will attend 
this undertaking, as the insurrection never 
has obtained any strength in that quarter.

It seemed to those who saw him 
that he had resolutely determined to hght 
every inch of the ground as long as there 
was a spark of vitality or strength left in 
him. 

All day the stream of callers, telegrams, 
and letters of inquiry continued, as they 
have since Mr. Kipling’s iilness began. Two 
new nurses were engaged today in addition 
to the two who have been in constant at- 
tendance since Monday.

NEW LIBERAL LEADER WAVERS. 


Campbell-Bannerman Shows Weakness 
in a Question Involving the 
Soudan Policy.

But over a dozen Liber- 
als, including one whip, voted with the gov- 
ernment. Herbert Henry Asquith, the for- 
méf Liberal Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs, and some others abstained from 
voting. 

This discussion presents the Liberals as 
being in a pitiful condition of divided coun- 
cils, and the rebuff of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman’s leadership is the subject of 
general comment today. 


LADY CURZON IN HIGH FAVOR. 


Receives a Decoration Usually Reserved 
for Royalty—Rhapsody of an 
Indian Admirer. 

London, Feb. 23.—The decoration of Lady 
Curzon of Kedleston, wife of the Viceroy of 
India, with the Imperial Order of the Crown 
of India, is a high distinction, as the order 
is practically reserved for royalties and the 
wives of Secretaries of State for India, 
Viceroys, Governors, and native Princes. 

The Indian mails just received show Lady 
Curzon has made a conquest of Anglo-In- 
dian soolety, while the nf&itive papers pay her 
glowing tributes. The Bangabasi, a leading 
vernacular paper of Bengal, in a truly Ori- 
ental eulogy, declares ‘all the goddesses 
of the Hindoo pantheon must hide their 
heads in the presence of Lady Curzon,”’ who 
is like “a diamond set in gold, ora full moun 
in a clear autumnal sky.” 

The paper adds: ‘ Her color is like molten 
gold, its whiteness already having assumed 
@ tinge of red in the warm climate of this 
country. Her teeth are like a set of pearls, 
her waist is beautifully slender, and her 
raven tresses, setting off her white comple x- 
jon, make her look like, we imagine, the 
Goddess Saraswati. Her well-shaped head 
is beautifully poised on a swan-like neck, 
her eyes, handsomely purple, are ever rest- 
less and beaming intelligenee. Her fore- 
head is small and narrow, her neck is like 
the neck of a swam, and her voice resembles 
the voice of a cuckoo.’ 

This rhapsody concludes with sayin Lady 
Curzon has moral and intellectual gifts 
seldom allied with such beauty.

Founder of the Great European News 
Gathering mi Dies at 
ice. 


Nice, Feb. 25.~—Baron Paul Julius de Reu- 
ter, director and founder of Reuter’s Tele- 
gram company, is dead, aged 83 years. 

{Baron de Reutet was born in Cassel, Prussia, in 
1816. At the age of 13 he entered his uncle's bank 
as a clerk. While thus employed he became ac- 
quainted with Professor Gauss, and rendered him 
4 Small servicé. This led the professor to take an 
interest in the boy, and he invited him to 8 
aiid see his experiments in telegraphy. In ithis 
way De Reuter became familiar with the progress 
and péssibilities of telegraphy, and he determined 
to avail himself of the opportunities offered and 
At 
this time the London papers furnished incomplete 
foreign news, which was reproduced by the pto- 
vVincial papers. This service was obtained at an 
enormous cost, and Mr, Reuter entered into con- 
tracts to furnish a more complete service at less 
expense.

Police Take Up the Case. 
Suspicion was first. directed towards the 
Sausagemaker four days ago by a letter to 
Police Captain Lavin from Mrs. Manthey 
telling of the wife’s disappearance and of 
.@ fear which she had often expressed, that 


‘.. her husband would some day make way with 


her. Becker and his bride were at that 
time enjoying their honeymoon at his Rock- 
well street home. Captain Lavin sent in- 
qguiries to the missing woman's relatives in 
Milwaukee, but they knew nothing of her 
disappearance. A search of the neighbor- 
hood proved as fruitless, and then the ar- 
rest of the sausagemaker was determined 
on. 

Early on Friday morning Detectives Shee- 
han, Burns, and Reidy succeeded in getting 
into the house and arresting Becker. No 
surprise was expressed by the prisoner when 
they searched the house and discovered all 
of the first wife’s clothing. There was but 
one neighbor near enough to give any in- 
formation, and that was Mrs. Manthey. 
Becker had no friends, and although he had 
worked from time to time as a sausage- 


. maker,for both Nelson Morris and Armour 


& Co., no one appeared to know much 
about him. He could speak but few words 
of English, ’or pretended to speak but few. 
He lived by doing odd jobs of butchering 
in the neighborhood and by trading and sell- 
ing horses. His companions were fierce 
dogs, Which prowled about his premises and 
Kept strangers at a distance. 

The police learned that Becker fur the 
last nine months had béen paying court t> 
the Sutterlin girl. He had told her of his 
home on the prairie at Rockwell street, but 
she was led to believe that the first Mrs. 
Becker was only a housekeeper—the sister of 
a dead wife. 

The police found the house almest bare 
of furniture, but they searched every nook 
and corner for evidence. In the barn they 
4liscovered that the walls and floor were 
splashed with blood. A heavy iron bar, 
like a freight car brace, was found in ‘the 
house, also bearing traces of blood. No 
other -clews, except the rings, were dis- 
covered. 

Story of Mrs. Manthey. 

Mrs. Manthey, who started the police on 
their investigation by writing the letter to 
Captain Lavin, was called into the little cot- 
tage that Becker occupied yesterday after- 
noon when the police made the last visit to 
the premises. She declared that the fwo 
rings and the silver earrings had been worn 
by the missing woman. 

‘*She told me some time ago that if I 
missed her from the house to notify the 
police at once,”’ said Mrs. Manthey. * On 
the day I last saw Mrs. Becker I went into 
the house 4n the morning. She told me that 
her husband had thrown an iron kettle at 
She came into my house and left late 


her. 
in. the afternoon. I have never seen her 
since. I missed her the next day. At & 


o’clock that morning Mr. Becker came into 
the house after a pail of water. He said the 
water pipes in his barn had frozen. He said, 
too, that he had taken his wif¢ down to the 
Goodrich docks that morning and put her on 


the boat for Milwaukee: . 
“His second wife told me Mr. Becker had 


. forbidden hey to speak to me or go into my 


house. I saw her wearing the earrings and 


rings the other woman had worn. I knew 


all of her clothes well. The only ones that

last saw her. 
‘Mrs. Becker knew her husband had been 


keeping company with another girl,”’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Manthey. 

’* She told me he gave the girl $6 a week, 
when he allowed her only $2 for herself.: The 
two rings Mrs. Becker always wore are the 
ones Captain Lavin holds. : 

“On the morning when Mr. Becker told

Becker’s Contradictory Story. 


Becker was put through an hour of ques- 
tioning...

Missing Woman’s Sister Talks. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 25.—[{Special.]—Ac- 
cording to the story of Mrs. Augusta 
Schuette, the sister of Mrs. Becker, Becker 
for years has abused his wife. Mrs. Schu- 
ette would not say whether she believed 
her sister had been murdered. She once 
suggested to her sister that Becker would 
sooner or later kill her, but Mrs. Becker 
replied: : 

** He will do everything fbut kill me. He 
is ‘too great a coward to do that.”’ 

Mrs. Schuette hves at 1167 Twenty-fourth 
street. She had a telegram from the Chi- 
cago police informing her of the disappear- 
ance of her sister. The Milwaukee detec- 
tives questioned her closely, but she could 
shed no light on the mystery. ‘The last which 
Mrs: Schuette heard from her sister wasa 
letter, dated Jan. 18, in which Mrs.. Becker 
said her husband was anxious to have her 
go to St. Louis immediately. 

Becker is known to the Milwaukee police 
and is wanted here on a charge of horse theft 
said to have been committed in 1897. The 
police believe the horses were used by Becker 
to make sausage. 

Mrs. Schuette said: 4‘ My sister Theresa 
She was 22 years old and he was three years 
older. During the year they lived here after 
their marriage they werehappy. Thent. y 


moved to Chicago, and at once my sister be- 


gan to write me of the cruelties which were 
inflicted by her husband 

“At first I did not pay much attention to 
these complaints, but when they continued 
to pour in on me week after week I went to 
Chicago. I found Becker would shove her 
around and talk to her indhe most brutal 
manner. He often would strike her in the 
face. There did not seem to be any other 
difficulty than that he had an uncontrollable 
temper. 

‘“{ heard that Becker was paying atten- 
tion to other women. J asked my sister 
about it, and she said she suspected him. I 
never heard the name of Ida Sutterlin men- 
tioned. Becker would stay away from home 
until all hours of the night.

JUDGE GIBBONS FOR MAYOR. 


Jurist Says He Would Accept the Re- 
publican ._Nomination, but 
Will Not Seek It. 


The name of Judge John Gibbons was 
added yesterday to the list of candidates for 
the Republican nomination for Mayor of 
Chicago. A delegation of Republicans called 
upon Judge Gibbons in the afternoon and 
asked him if he would permit the use of his 
name as a candidate. He responded in a 
manner accepted as affirmative by his call- 
ers, and last night he explained his position 
more in detail. 

‘‘J amin no sense seeking the nomination,” 
he said, ** but if my party should offer me the 
nomination I should not feel that my duty 
as a citizen permitied me to refuse it. The 
office of Mayor is an honorable one, replete 
with possibilities for civic good. Members 
of the party have been coming to me steadily 
for a fortnight and asking me to consent 
to make an active canvass, but this I will 
not do. I will accept what may be offered, 
but I will not seek the place. I am satisfied 
with my place as Judge. The duties are 
congenial to me, and I think I have dis- 
charged them in a manner satisfactory to 
my fellow-citizens.”’ 

Judge Gibbons was born in the north of 
Ireland fifty years ago and came to Amer- 
ica when he was 17 years old. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Keokuk, where he was 
elected City Attorney in 1875. Healso served 
a term in the lowa Legislature. He came 
to Chicago in 1880 and in 1893 was elected 
to the bench.

The story of the life of Colomel Babcock 
is in many ways typical of the history of the 
development of the West and the rise and 


of which his life was indissolubly linked and 
in both of which he was an important faetor. 


Comes of Revolutionary Stock. 

Amos C. Babcock was born at Penn Yan, 
Yates County, N. Y., on Jan. 20, 1828. He 
was descended from revolutionary stock, 
one of his ancestors having fought under 
Ethan Allen at Ticonderoga. His father, 
William Babcock, was a member of Congress 
and one of the wealthiest and most influen- 
tial men in his section of the State. In 
1846, soon after his father’s death, Amos 
came West with his brother William. Their 
cousin, Captain Amos Babcock, had preceded 
them and had given glowing accounts of the 
advantages of this portion of the country. 

Young Babcock at that time had between 


some fortune. He joined his brother and 
cousin in a general merchandise business at 
Canton, Ill., and also began speculating in 
land. From 1854 till 1860 he was rated as the 
largest owner of real estate in this State. 
The store at Canton was known as the 
* Regulator ’’ and carried a heavy stock for 
those times. 

In 1858 Mr. Babcock joined Frank Farwell 
in an enterprise which resulted in the con- 
struction by them of the Buda branch of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad, 
from Yates City south to Canton. 


Builds the Texas Statehouse. 

His most remarkable business venture, 
however, was in connection with the build- 
ing of the Texas State Capitol at Austin. 
With his son-in-law, ex-Congressman Abner 
Taylor, and John V. and C. B. Farwell he 
formed the firm of Taylor, Babcock & Co. 
and secured from the Texas Legislature a 
contract for a deed to 3,050,125 acres of land 
in the Pan-Handle section of the State as 
payment for the construction of a building 
to cost $3,000,000. 

The work on the structure was begun in 
1881 and continued for seven years, resulting 
in the seventh largest building in the worid 
and the second largest in the United States, 
only the National Capitol at Washington 
surpassing it. The building is 566 feet long 
and the height to the top of its dome is 311 
feet. 


building the Capitol Freehold Land and In- 
vestment company, limited, of London was 
formed and $7,000,000 raised on its deben- 
tures. Part of this money was used to de- 
fray the expense of building 1,000 miles of 
fence around the Pan-Handle land claim, 
which embraced all or parts of the Counties 
of Dallam, Harley, Oldham, Deafsmith, 
Palmer, Lamb, Cistro, and Hockley. On 
this land, it is said, there are now 180,000 
head of cattle. 

Colonel Babcock, disposed of a large part 
of his holdings in Texas some years ago. In 
1890 he became involved in legal difficulties 
with the Farwells growing out of their joint 
ownership and sued them for, a settlement. 
The matter dragged.along for two years and 
finally was settled out of court by a compro- 
mise. Colonel Babcock became interested 
at various times in several Colorado mining 
companies, from all of which he realized 
profit. 

Intimate Friend of Lincoln. 

In politics Colonel Babcock was even more 
conspicuous than in business matters. Be- 
fore the war he was a Whig, and a member 
of the Liberal party which made John P. 
Hale its candidate for President in 1852. 
For him Colonel Babcock cast his first vote. 
He was one of the founders of the Repub- 
lican party and was a leader in its coun- 
cils until a few years ago. Though fre- 
quently offered nominations, he held only 
one elective office. He was elected to the 
State Legislature in 1856 by a majority of 
one vote, and while in the Legislature helped 
elect Lyman Trumbull as United States 
Senator. He was an intimate friend of 
Trumbull, Lincoln, and Stephen A. Doug- 
las, and is said to have practically controlled 
political patronage in the West while Lin- 
coln was President. .He was United States 
Assessor during Lincoln's first term, this 
being his only other political office. Twice 
he refused the Republican nomination as 
Governor of Illinois. 

He never had much to do with Chicago 
politics, but in 1895 allowed his name to 


‘be placed on the Republican ticket as can- 


didate for Alderman of the First Ward, and 
he was defeated. From 1866 till 1878 he was 
chairman of, the Republican State Central 
committee. During that time he lived at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, establishing there 
the committee headquarters, but he did 
not come to Chicago to live till 1889. 


Succeeded by A. M. Jones. 


politics was at the time when Senator Logan 
obtained his ascendency. Then A. M. Jones, 
known as ‘‘ Long’’ Jones, was put in as 
chairman of the State committee, displacing 
Colonel Babcock, who never forgave either 
Logan or Jones for the change. He con- 
tinued to take a strong personal interest in 
State politics, but as a ‘** looker on in Ven- 
ice.’’ His friends, however, for a long time 


/ controlled Republican affairs in the First 


Ward ‘and the old Second Congressional 
District, and were able to send Abner Taylor 
to Washington as Congressman. 

In 1884 he was active in the fight in the 
Second Ward primaries, and, with C. B, Far- 
well, later Unitefl States Senator, carried 
them against Senator Logan, who at that 
time sought the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency. It was Senator Logan's 
ward, and though he had all the other IIli- 
hois votes in the national convention he 
lacked those from Cook County. 

To Chicagoans of today Colonel Babcock 
ig best remembered as one of the habitués 
and boarders of the old Grand Pacific Hotel 
under the proprietorship of John B. Drake. 
The hotel was the headquarters of the Re- 
publicans of the State and leaders of the 
party from all sections staid there when in 
Chicago. 

In the rotunda of that hotel Colonel Bab- 
cock might be found at almost any hour of 
the day or evening, and it was said of him he 
never went to his room till the rotunda was 
deserted. Among his friends and cronies, 
besides the politicians, were Frank Parmeé- 
lee,-the omnibus man, B. P. Hutchinson of 
the Board of Trade. and men of that char- 
acter, who continually were coming and go- 
ing at the hotel. When John B. Drake gave 
his annual game dinners Colonel Babcock 
and his favorite friends always had the moat 
favored table. 

- All this time Colonel Babcock’s close at- 
itendant was Bailey Dawson, in whose po-

JACOBS RELATES GOLD SWINDLE 


Sing Sing Prisoner Tells How He Aided 
in Defrauding Max Bernstein— 
Protests His Innocence. 


New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.]—Samuel 
Jacobs, who is serving an eight-year sen- 
tence in Sing Sing for complicity in a gold 
brick swindle on Max Bernstein at Cleveland 
a year ago, declares that he is innocent. 
Jacobs told his story to a reporter in the 
prison tonight. | 

**Max Bernstein was a wholesale liquor 
dealer,’’ he said, “‘ while I was a saloon- 
keeper in Cleveland. A man named Samuel 
The 
next day he brought with him an old man 
whom he called Koppelman, who came to 
me the next day and said: ‘ Jacobs, you 
look like a nice fellow, and I think I can 
trust you with a little business. I recently 
came from Siberia, and I have eighty-eight 
pounds of gold to sell. Do you know any- 
body .that | could gell it to? It is worth 
$20.00." 

“I went to Max Bernstein, whom I knew 
in a business way, and told him the story. 
Bernstein said he would buy the gold. 

“The next evening I took Koppelman to 
Bernstein's saloon, where the same sample 
was shown to Bernstein that had been 
shown to me. Bernstein had it tested and 
found it to be eighteen or twenty carats fine. 
Bernstein did not have enough money until 
after he mortgaged his house, but came to 
me with $15,000 and wanted to make the 
bargain at once. Koppetman put off the 
sale, and with Cohen left for Buffalo. Cohen 
came back, and it was agreed for us togo to 
Buffalo. In Buffalo we found Koppelman, 
who told us the gold had been shipped to 
New York. We went to New York. 

‘The gold was produced in two bags and 
weighed and found to be only fifty-six 
pounds. This was figured up to something 
over $11,000, so Bernstein counted out that 
sum, paid for it, and took the two bags of 
gold. Then they paid me $400 commission. 
Eight days later Bernstein discovered he had 
been swindled and had me.-arrested. I was 
tried in New York and sentenced, and here I 
am, though I was innocent.” 

{[Lahtman yesterday continued his confession of 
gold dust swindles to Captain Wheeler. In his 
confession he implicated several persons, three 
of whom are under arrest at the Maxwell Street 
Station, and frequently referred to numerous 
others who live in different parts of the country.

Lowe told that he and Jesse walked to the 
Beit Line Junction on Sunday, Aug. 28, to 
look over the scene of tne robbery they had 
planned, and that at Leeds they stopped at 
a store and got a drink. 

Lowe described in his story the route trav- 
eicd by the two buggies that carried the 
robbers to the Belt Line Junction, how they 
cut tne barbed wire fence; how the holdup 
was done, and how they ran the horses Dack 
to town. 

The train crew’s story of how the robbery 
was done agrees exactly with Lowe’s. There 
is not a point of difference. 

Lowe testifies that the Sunday afternoon 

they were at Belt Line Junction he and Jesse 
rode. back on a freight train. 
- The conductor of this train corroborates 
this story in minutest detail. His identifica- 
tion of Lowe is positive; his identification of 
Jesse is not so positive, but it amounts prac- 
tically to an identification. 

The defense declares it would be easy for 
the police to fix up a story like the one Lowe. 
told and have it agree with these witnesses. 

A’ theory of many of the friends of Jesse 
James,is that Lowe was in the robbery, that 
he and Ryan and Kennedy were friends, and 
that the police knew this. After Lowe was. 
arrested, and the police had strong evidence 
against him, he sought to save himself by 
turning State’s evidence. He saw that the 
police suspected Jesse James, so he simply 
substituted the name of Jesse James in his 
confession for the name of one of the men 
who really was in the robbery, thus saving 
himself and one of the robbers.

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 25.—[{Special.]—

local papers giloried in the prospects of going 
to jail in order to test the measure, which 


they consider ridiculous and unconstitution- | 


el. Local cdftéonists are game to a man, 
and are waiting. patiently for that spring 
morning when the constitutionality of the 
law will be tested. ; 

The chief section of the law is: 

It shall be unlawful to pulish in any newspaper. 
handbi!l, poster, book, or. serial.publication, or 
supplement thereto, the portrait of any living per- 
son, a resident of California, other than that of a 
person holding a public office tn this State, without 
the consent of such person first had and obtained; 
provided, that it shall be lawful to publish the 
portrait of a person convicted of a crime. It shal) 
likewise be unlawful to publish in any newspaper, 
handbill, puster, book, or serial publication, or 
supplement thereto, any caricature of any person 
residing in this State, which caricature will in any 
manner reflect upon the honor, integrity, manhood, 
virtue, reputation, or business or political motives 
of the person so caricatured, or which tends to ex- 
pose the individual so caricatured to public hatred 
or contempt. 

The law provides $500 fine or imprison- 
ment, of both, as punishment for its viola 


tion. | 
Think Law Will Not Stand. 

Managers of seven publications, one week- 
ly and six daily papers, were asked today 
what they intended to do with their car- 
toonists after the law went into effect. The 
matter is not worrying them in the least, as 
the subjoined interviews show: 

Said Andrew M. Lawrence, manager editor 
of the Fxaminer: 

“ The policy of the Examiner will not be 
changed in the slightest with reference to 
the anti-cartoon measure. The matter will 
be carried into court as a test case, and | 
think there can be no doubt as to the out- 
come. in the meantime we will print as 
many cartoons as ever.

CHICAGO HOTBL PROPRIETOR 
CUSED OF SMUGGLING. 


Is Arrested in New York on Leaving a 
» German Steamship — Fails to De- 
clare More than $20 Worth of Jew- 
elry, According to the Accusation, 
When He Carried $2,000 Worth—Is 
Released on Batl-Explanation May 
Be Simple. 


New York, Feb. 25.—If Emil Demme of 
Chicago had not been in such haste to leave 
the North German Lloyd pier he might now 
have fully $2,000 worth of diamond jewelry, 
besides avoiding an ugly charge. As it is 
the jewelry reposes in the government seis- 
ure-room, and Demme will have to explain 
why he did not declare it. He was placed

He made a list of them, and impressed the 
staff officers by saying that he preferred to 
pay rather than have any trouble over the 
few trifles he had brought. was charged 
$10.75 duty on the $20 worth of presents, 


and at the pie? he paid this amount readily.

MANY PROMINENT MEN ASSEMBLE 
&T MEETING IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Whitelaw Reid Makes the Address of 
the Evening on the Duties of the 
United States—President William R. 
Harper of Chicago University Is 
Heard — McKinley Is Unable to 
Attend—His War Administration Is 

Indorsed, 


New York, Feb. 25.—[{Special.]—The an- 
nual dinner of the Ohio society was given in 
the -banquet hall of the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel tonight. Two hundred and fifty guests 
Bat down at the tables. 

“Milton J. Southard, President of the 
society, presided. The Rev. Dr. .Chamber- 
lain invoked divine blessing and afterward 
addressed the gathering. Dr. Chamberlain 
referred to the prominent men of Ohio wh 
have advanced in State and nation, and pa 
® high tribute to President McKinley. 

Former Governor James E. Campbell, in 
reply to the toast of ‘“ The Navy,’’ eulogizei 
the early naval heroes. — 

Governor Campbell also congratulated 
himself and the country that he was able 
Some years later while a member of Con- 
gress to vote for the building of the first of 
our modern battleships under the counsel 
and leadership of the “able Secretary of the 
Navy, William C. Whitney. 

Governor Campbell wound up by declaring 
that the United States navy was the only 

‘human institution ever founded that had 
never scored a failure. 
Dr. Harper on Patriotism. 

President William R. Harper of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago was introduced to re- 
spond to the toast “‘ Love of Country.’”’ He 
said: 

“ A new feeling of patriotism has recently 
come among us. The old feeling was strong, 
but in the case of most of us it was not dis- 
tinctly tangible nor had it clearly explained 
itself in act or thought. I say. most of us, 
for the number who were in the civil war 
grows. less each day, and while through these 
events many should have been lightened into 
the highest and truest faith of national pa- 
triotism, many changed love of country in 
the broadest sense to love of section and per- 
haps to hate of country as.a whole.”’ 

Then Dr. Harper went into an analysis of 
patriotism and gave illustrations. He told 
of -the rise of patriotism from the earliest 
civilization and described it as_it grew 
Among the various nations. 

Continuing, he said: Our patriotism, like 
our religion; has to do with the whole home. 

“The real case of Christianity is still in 
the future and the arena in which this great 
trial shall be conducted is in America. We 
have entered upon no policy of conquest, but 
if the needs of humanity, to whom America 
comes with a message, or individualism ren- 
fers it necessary to assume the protectory 
of territory far distant from our own land, 
let us not hesitate to assume the responsi- 
bility, for it is the voice of God that is speak- 
ing to us.”’ 

Whitelaw Reid’s Speech.

| PLANS FOR NEW LEAGUE. 


BASEBALL MAGNATES To 
A REVISED CONSTITUTION, 


Tht Document Will Not Be Needed 
Until the Expiration of the Ten- 
Year Agreement, Which Does Nat 
Take Place for Two Years, Unless 
Some of the Clubs Withdraw—Rules 
of the Game Ready for Such a Con- 
tingency. 


Within the next few days the rulers of 
the National Baseball league will hold their 
regular spring or schedule meeting in New 
York and questions of the greatest im- 
portance to baseball may be settled. Of 
especial consequence at this meeting will 
be the consideration of the draft of a new 
constitution. Little attention has been 
called to this feature, the committee, com- 
posed of Colonel J. I. Rogers and President 
Hart, having worked quietly. The need 
of a new constitution will not be felt until 
the expiration of the ten-year agreement 
in two years, when a new league will be 
either formed or the present one reorganized. 
It is of particular significance at this time 
when a reduction of the circuit is so com- 
monly talked of that a new constitution 
should be ready for discussion. The need 
for such a document will become apparent 
ig the circuit is reduced. If it is. not, then 
the revised code will be ready when the 
ten-year agreement is over. 

The meeting of the league convenes in 
New York at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, op 
Tuesday. Before the session adjourns it 
probably will be known with some definite- 
ness whether the organization is to start 
another season with twelve clubs, at least 
two of which will be positive dead weights 
on the organization, or whether the circuit 
will be trimmed and strengthened accord- 
ingly. 

Supporters of the national game have to 
acknowledge that the outlook in this par- 
ticular is not encouraging. The reduction 
to ten or eight clubs is not as promising 
now as it was before the fall session of 
the league. The weak clubs in the league, 
which want to be paid for retiring from 
something which is paying them little if 
any rey “ie, intend to stand together in 
resist/".« a reduction of the circwit—that 
is, *.uless they are paid handsomely to quit— 
/nd it remains to be seen whether the 
strong clubs and the leading magnates can 
devise the means and have the pluck io 
shake up their organization and get rid of 
the dead timber. 

Aside from consideration of the circuit, 
which may not come up at all and will 
be more talked about in private confer- 
ences than anywhere else, the possfbility of 
further deals in players will be the inter- 
esting featurés of the meeting. Unless the 
New York club makes some move to liven 
up a team that now bids to be strictly of 
tail-end quality, it will be bad for the na- 
tional game, and there are other prominent 


} clubs which could bolster up their playing 
strength to the general benefit of the big.

Few Trades in Sight. 

Last fall it was declared that the spring 
meeting would be the time when the trades 
would naturally take place, but not many 
exchanges of importance seem to be on the 
tapis, and the managers of the New York 
team appear to be showing the most abso- 
lute indifference in this particular. 

President Hart of the Chicago club left 
for the East yesterday morning. In al} 
probability he was joined at some point 
en route by Magnate Brush, and the two 
will arrive on the field of diplomatic battle 
after having thoroughly canvassed the situ- 
ation.

Three representatives of Harvard 
Were present with an amendment which they 
thought would remedy the evil. The question 
was argued at length. The amendment as 
adopted is as follows: 

‘A student shall be allowed to compete at 
the intercollegiate meeting four times and 
This applies to all departments, 


ho more. 
medical, ete. If a student has representeda 
college in any intercollegiate track meeting 


in which three or more colleges, members 
of the I. C. A. A. A. A. took part, and has 
won a-point, a point meaning first, second, 
or third place, in any event, he will not be 
eligible to represent any other college he 
may hereafter attend in the intercollegiate 
meeting until after he has spent two calen- 
dear years at that college and passed his 
yearly examinations. This amendment not 
to be retroactive but affecting only those 
who enter college after the date of the adop- 
tion of this amendment.’ 

Minor changes were made in other rules, 
the only one of importance being. the estab- 
lishment of a, Faculty committee as a court 
of last resort in the amateur standing of a 


member.

London, Feb. 25.—Lord Rosebery looked on 
from thé peerage gallery last night while Mr. 
John Morley appeared as an independent - 
Liberal to challenge the government’s policy 
in the Soudan, but did not wait for the close 
of the debate, when the new leader of the 
opposition meekly followed three free lances 
into the division lobbies. These were Messrs. 
Morley, Courtney, and Labouchere, and they 
earried all the Liberals with them except ten,

Sir Edward Grey remained faithful to Lord 
Rosebery, but Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man began by condemning the government’s 
Nile policy with faint praise, and ended by 
voting without reserve against it. 

Mr. Courtney’s was the most logical and 


but it did not meet the real issue in the 
Soudan—namely: England’s duty to carry on 
the work of civilization in that benighted 
region. Mr. Morley and Mr. Courtney could 
adopt the same general view which sincere 
men like Senators Hoar and Hale had taken 
on the American policy in the Philippines, 
but when the last word was said the truth 
remained that England was the agent of 


Obligations to go on with and finish the great 
work in darkest Africa. 

The debate was much more dignified than 
the recent skirmishing in Parliament over 
the Mahdi’s mutilated body. Day after day 
the Mahdi’s head has been bobbing up and 
down during the question hour with the same 
regularity with which King Charles’ head 
was served on a charger week after week by 
inquisitive members in the seventeenth 
century. 

New London Municipal Bill. 

The first measure discussed in Parliament 
proves to be one so uncontroversial and 
harmless that both sides can support it. 
The report of the Royal commission of 1894, 
which the progressives have always con- 
sidered the charter of London unity, pro- 
vided for a system of subrffunicipal agen- 
cies in place of the old-time vestries. This 
is what the new London bill supplies, al- 
though the scheme is described more ambi- 
tiously as one for the municipalization of the 
areas under the control of the London, 
County Council. . 

The measure would be an ideal one from 
the liberal point of view if it contained a 
provision for reducing the City of London 
to the same status as other metropolitan 
areas. This it does not do, but so far as it 
goes it is harmless and even useful. There 
¢an be no: party struggle over it, nor can 
there be much public interest in it when 
neither the County Council nor the City of 
London is attacked. 

Mr. Courtney was the only debater who 
understood the subject when it came up, 
and he dismissed the bill as a tolerable 
makeshift which would open the way for 
@ really important measure of local govern- 
ment dealing with the City of London and 
the livericd compamies Mr. Balfour had 
crammed hastily for the debate, and Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman was honest 
enough to say he himself knew nothing 
about it. 

It is already clear that the opposition can- 
not make headway at this session either on 
foreign or domestic questions, and 
that the most effective line of resistance 
will be that offered by the financial grants 
involving increased expenditure.

In the Realm of Literature. 

One ot the newest projects in the publish- 
ing trade is a reissue of popular novels in 
six-penny form; several houses are consid- 
ering the subject, and offers have been made 
to one. popular novelist. The idea will proba- 
bly be carried out. The cost of manufacture 
is estimated closely at two pence, with fair 
paperandlargetype. This leaves four pence 
from which the author and publisher can 
each take a penny, and two pencé can be re- 
served for the cost of distribution and the 
services of the bookseller. 

It is probable that both publisher and au- 

thor can do evengbetter than this, and 
squeeze a farthing or two out of the profits 
of the dealers when editions of 100,000 sets 
of six or seven volumes are undertaken. 
- If cheapening books does not interfere with 
the sale of six-shilling novels, but simply 
brings them within the reach of another pub- 
lic which has been reading inferior books, 
many houses will take up this line of business 
on a‘ large scale. 

Old-fashioned publishers shrug their shoul- 
ders over this new form of trade enterprise; 
they did the same when the costly three 
volume novel, with a limited edition for 
Mundle’s hbrary, was knocked out by the 
six-shilling novel.

COLLAPSE OF THE COUP.. 


DEROULEDE ABANDONED AND DE- 
NOUNCED BY HIS FRIENDS. 


Attempt to Incite the French Army to 
Revolution and Its Commonplace 
Ending Proves a Fatal Pin Pricks to 
the Windbag of the Patriotic Leag- 
uers—Increased Respect for Presi- 
dent Loubet—Abused by the Paris 
Press—Americans in Paris.

Paris, Feb. 25.—Paul Deroulede’s Quixotic 

exploit at the Neuilly barracks and ita ri- 

diculously commonplace ending have proved 

a fatal pin prick to the windbag of the 

patriotic leaguers and fire-eating Nation- 

alists. 

The collapse is even moré complete than 
in 1887, when Deroulede, then pbdsing as the 
hero of Boulangerism, sought to install 
General Boulanger in the Elysée Palace. 

Deroulede has not even the consolation of 
becoming a martyr, for in Parisian eyes he 
is today merely a vulgarclown. It is almost 
pathetic to note how all his best friends, 
with the sole exception of Marcel-Habert, 
have deserted him. Even: Millevoye takes 
particular pains to disown any complicity 
with him. Drumont’s page of anti-Semitic . 
paroxysms in this morning’s Libre Parole | 
shrinks from defending him. Henri Roche- 
fort, basking in the sunshine of Monte Carlo, 
at a discreet distance from Paris, telegraphs 
his usual editorial thunderbolts to the In- 
transigeant, but fails to say a good word 
for the imprisoned poet. 

That exceedingly close corporation, the 
French Academy, the leading members of 
which have this winter for the first time in 
history indulged in active political agtta- 
tion, is today completely demoralized. The 
academy has all through the recent events 
shown a fondness for Deroulede, who is a 
nephew of Emile Augier, but today M. Jules 
Lemaitre frankly denounces Deroulede and 
confesses the error of his own ways in 
plunging into politics. 

The brilliant critic and dramatist admits 
that it would have been wiser to be content 
with resting upon his laurels as the author 
of the clever vaudeville, “Le Depute 
Leveau,” rather than to have attempted 
its impersonation at Paris and Versailles. 


Disintegration of the League. 

M. Francois Coppée seems ashamed of hav- 
ing embraced and blessed Deroulede in an 
outburst of poetic enthusiasm. M. Heredia 
resigns from the league with the words: 
“Richelieu did not found the academy to 
foment rebellion.”” M. Gaston Boissier calls 
Deroulede and the league ridiculous mad- 
caps. M. Brunetiére, in his many letters, 
defends President. Loubet and denounces 
the leaders of the league.

‘carrion,’ “‘slimy eel,’’ spider of perdi- 
tion,” “offal,” assassin,” sé cow,” pig,”

_ Americans Abuse Their Flag. 

A cause of grievance to self-respecting

HOME LIFE OF EMILE LOUBET. 


Elysee to Return to the Bourgeois 
Simplicity Practiced Under 
President Grevy.

Paris, Feb. 25.—In a few days President 
Loubet will inaugurate a new social régime 
at the Elysée. While occupying the Palacé 
of the Luxcmbourg as President of the 
Senate he has lived with extreme simplicity. 
He is a typical French bourgeois, with a 
He cultivates his 
mind incessantly, but has made little change 
in his mode of living. His table has oftener 
the old-fashioned garlic spiced dished of 
the Meridional, whence he sprung, than the 
new-fangled Parisian confections. His 
guests of late have been more frequently 
academicians than politicians, and he has 
said since his election to the Presidency: 

“I am too fixed in mf habits to change 
now. I shall be Emile Loubet at the Elysée, 
as I always have been. The dignity of the 
Presidency cannot be enhanced by any ad- 
ventitious aids.’’ 

Montelimar in the Midi takes the eleva- 
tion of its late Mayor to the highest position 
in the state with.little enthusiasm. Fred- 
er:ck Denis, whose sister is Mme. Loubet, 
owns an ironmongery store in the little 
town, his father having come there as a 
tramp from Picardy, finding employment in 
a nailsmith’s shop. Mme. Loubet grew up 
in this shop, where here father prospered, 
ieaving a fortune of 300,000 francs to her 
brothers. This was long after she had mar- 
ried M. Loubet, who proposed for her when 
she was only 18. } 


Told by His Brother-in-Law. 

Frederick Denis, describing the new Pres- 
ident, said: 

‘“ Emile Loubet was always up at 6 o’clock 
and retired punctually at 11. He is simply 
a good fe‘low, and anhonestone. His father 
was @ plain peasant, who lived by the sweat 
of his brow on the family farm, where Emile 
was born, at Marsanne, four miles from here. 
His mother lives there. Though 86 years old, 
she has a clear eye, and is a good walker. 
She still wants to do everything for her- 


. self. 


** Emile has passed through every grade of 
civil authority from Municipal Councilor to 
President. Thé only regret we have is we 
won't see him as often as formerly, and M. 
Le Protocol will doubtless make it difficult 
for us to get at him in Paris. I have no 
political ambitions. An ironmonger I am, 
an ironmonger I shall remain, and I have 
to work hard for my living. 

** Emile must keep to the rules and order of 
the economy which have brought him to his 
high position or he will soon be ruined. I 
doubt if he can spend much money in excess 
of his officjal income. He has a son and 
daughter. The former is his private secre- 
tary, the latter is Marguerite, aged 27, wife 
of M. Soubeyran de St. Pierre,.a magis- 
trate of Marseilles.”’ 

The President’s mother, seen at her farm, 
exclaimed: ‘‘O, my poor Emile. As it was, I 
saw but little of him. Now that he has gone 
higher still I shall no longer see him at all.”’ 

She is a typical old peasant woman, with 
a sunburnt face of the texture of parch- 
ment, but with a fine expression withal. A

Mme. Loubet raises her eyes to the sky 
with an expression denoting she is not so hap- 
py as might be imagined. Then she asked, did 
I know her husband? continuing, “ he was 
bien brave homme. I have happiness think- 
ing my son resembles him. Iam wellaware 
I shall no longer see Emile. It is like that 
in life. We bring up our children, and when 
they are grown up they cease to occupy 
themselves with us.’’ 

She was evidently worried, and every 
fresh attempt to get her to talk about Emile 
only produced fresh rhapsodies about her 
husband. 


His Wife Likes Home Life. 

The President's wife is more retiring even 
than himself. She was content with his posi- 
tion as President of the Senate, because it 
entailed no public parade and they could 
live quiet as they liked. She has sent for her 
daughter from Marseilles to help her in tak- 
ing up her new station. She is stout and 
gray haired, dresses richly but without an 
attempt to follow the fashion. She is moth- 
erly, with the soft manner of the South, 
speaking anything but the best French. 
Under her sway Elysée Palace will revert to 
the bourgeois style of Grévy’s, which will 
be more appropriate than the nickel state 
affected by Felix Faure.

London, Feb. 25.—I went to Paris on 
Wednesday to discover for myself, on the 
significant occasion of President Faure’s 
funeral, precisely how public affairs stand 
there. One should not be surprised at any- 
thing In contemporary France, but I was 
astonished at what I learned and what, so 
far as I know, has received little or no 
attention in the press. 

The funeral itself, which was a long ard 
dreary procession through streets lined with 
soldiers, police, and firemen, passed off with- 
out incident, to the great joy of the revision- 
ists, who regarded the absence of any cries 
hostile to the new President as a triumph 
for themselves. 

Paris was like a Sunday in London, every 
shop being closed and the streets, except 
those through which the procession passed, 
being deserted. A rather ghostly effect was 
given by the lamps in the principal squares 
being lighted and draped with crépe. Not 
a single offense against good taste was com- 
mitted by the enormous crowd at any point, 
almost the only incident being when the 
huge figures of the German deputation were 
greeted at one stage with enthusiastic cries 
of *“ Vive la Russe!” the French populace 
knowing no more about foreign uniforms 
‘than about other foreign matters. 

Late in the afternoon I found myself by 
accident in the Boulevatd Montmartre, op- 
posite the offices of La Libre Parole, where 
the disturbances were just beginning.

Not Unfavorable to America. 

A careful reading of the whole bill demon- 
strates that the féars entertained that it will 
render the importation of/American meats 
more difficult are in no way borne out by 
the facts.

“There jis every reason to hope that the 
bill, if it becomes a law, will materially aid 
our meat exports to Germany. It is more 
favorable to American meat interests than 
we have the right to expect. The great 
feature we haVe contended for, a single in- 
spection on a uniform plan, is conceded out- 
right. The other features are of still 
greater advantage to us, especially one em- 
powering the Bundesrath to grant ease- 
ments in the importation of meats which ex- 
perience has shown by virtue of their meth- 
ode, of production and preparation are not 
dangerous to HMfe or health, or to omit a 
previous inspectidn altogether. Under this 
provision the United States can claim unre- 
stricted admission of all American sausages 
and pickled, cured, or salted meat of every 
description, for it can be’ shown that there 
is: not a single case of trichinosis or other 
disease due to American meats. This will 
put this class of American meats on quite a 
different footing than it has held hitherto. 
I regard this provision as being one of the 
advantage.”’

7. “And the swine, though he divide the 
hoof and be cloven-footed, yet he cheweth 
not the cud; he is unclean to you."’ 

8. “ Of their flesh shall ye not eat and their 
carcase shall ye not touch; they are un- 
clean to you.”’ 

In accordance with this belief large num- 
bers of fine hogs have been destroyed by 
the Zionites, and the case at Walkerton 
brought out the fact, previously unknown to 
the sect, that the law of Canada does not 
allow a man to do what he likes with his own 
so far as killing swine. goes. 

No man in Ontario can kill any animal 
except for food, or to terminate suffering, 
or for a recognized useful purpose; hence 
the committal of the accused, John Turner, 
for trial. for inciting John Fiddis to destroy 
hogs, although the hogs were partly his 
own and partly his father’s. His father’s

GORMAN AND FOLLOWERS FIGHT 
THE MEASURE. 


Cockrell and Other Democrats Equally 
Earnest in Support of the Compro- 
mise Now Before the Senate—House 
Debates on Army Appropriation Bill 
Recomes 


Compact with Aguinaldo. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The Senate 
at 1 o'clock began the consideration of the 
compromise army reorganization bill which 
had been agreed on by the members of the 
Military Affairs committee. Until a short 
time before the measure was taken up it 
was supposed it would be passed today with- 
out serious difficulty, but when it was 


‘ learned by some Senators that the bill pro- 


vided for a permanent increase in the stand- 
ing army objections were heard, and it be- 
came evident that the measure would have to 


’ run the gantlet of sharp griticism. 


Mr. Gorman [Dem., Md.] desired. that no 
authorization of a permanent increase in 
the army should be given, and prepared an 
amendment as follows: 

“That each and every provision of this 
act shall continue in force until July 1, 1901, 
and on and after this date the officers and 
men, including general officers and staff offi- 
cers, shal be restored to rank and numbers 
as provided for by law: prior to April 1, 
1898, except the cadets appointed prior to 
July 1, 1901, and except as provided for in the 
act to authorize two additional regiments 
of artillery, approved March 8, 1898.’’ 

No agreement to vote on the bill had been 
reached when the Senate adjourned. 


Cockrell’s Strong Indorsement. 


In response to a question by Mr. Vest Mr. | 


Cockrell said that the army after 1901 would 
be reduced to 38,400, and that number would 


‘be required 'to take care of the coast forti- 


fications. In conclusion, Mr. Cockrell said: 

“If we have a bill here which will adjust 
the army controversy for years to come we 
ought to accept it. It is not prodigal of 
the people’s money. I have been on several 
commissions and committees for the reor- 
ganization of the army, and I believe honest- 
ly and conscientiously that this is the best 
measure presented to Congress for settling 
the army since I entered this chamber in 
1875. If the bill fails that which will come 
hereafter will not be so good for the coun- 
try. I believe the bill is right in the sight 
of God and man, and I’m willing to take all 
responsibility for ft.” — 

Mr. Hawley offered an amendment pro- 
viding that ‘‘ no person who has passed the 
age of 45 years shall be appointed as a field 
officer’ in said force (the volunteer force), 
officers of the regular army excepted.”’ 

Mr. Allen [Neb.] addressed the Senate in 
opposition to the genera] features of the bill. 
He was surprised Mr. Cockrell could give 
his sanction to such a measure. ‘If there 
ever was a hideous skeleton. a monstrosity. 
a deformity in legiSlation this bill is one,’’ 
** It is warped, disjointed, dis- 
located. It lacks science, it lacks coherence, 
It lacks good ‘sense.’’ 

Mr. Gorman said that if one proviso were 
contained in the bill to the effect that at the 
expiration of the two years the army should 
again be reduced to a peace footing of 27,000 
men he would agree to it. 

** But whatever the conditions may be,”’ he 
continued, “ with the acceptance of the pro- 
viso I suggest you will have an army of 100,- 
000 men until four months after the term of 
President McKinley shall have expired. The 
measure will give him greater power than a 


President ever had. It isatenderof greater . 


power than was ever made in similar circum- 
stances.’” 

Mr. Hawley had asked who was afraid of 
In reply Mr. Gorman 
said that every State in the union was afraid 
of it. He recalled the time when! in 1876 
troops were summoned to Washington at 
the time of the Hayes-Tilden controversy. 

** Tl remember the quiet intimidation of the 
presence of the troops,’’ said Mr. Gorman. 
He had great personal respect for Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and had no criticism except that in 
his good nature he had permitted weakness 
and inefficiency in the departments. ‘“*‘ Weak- 
ness I say,’ repeated the Senator. ‘ Time 
alone can reveal whether there has been any- 
thing worse.”’ 


Brigadiers Thick in Washington. 


Mr. Tillman asked if the Philippine re- 
bellion could not be put down by volunteers, 
and Mr. Gorman said he saw no reason why 
it should not be. But this was not the de- 
sire. The wish was to have more shoulder 
straps and more men to wéarthem.

Be Appealed.

‘non H.: Burke was today found guilty in the 
ee Court of the charges brought against 

m. 

Burke was charged with being engaged by 
Judge Dellenbaugh as attorney in the Man- 
ning alienation case, and as such attorney 
with extorting $10,000 from “‘ Jane Doe” im 
settlement of the case and with wrongfully 
securing a decree of divorce for Mrs. Man- 
ning. - 

Judge Caldwell read the findings of the 
court. “‘As the evidence now stands before 
this court,” he said, “ we find that Judge 
Dellenbaugh and Judge Vernon H. Burke 
were jointly the attorneys for Nettie E. 
Manning during the acts complained of in 
the first specification. We previously found 


| that Judge Dellenbaugh did receive $1,100, 


one-third of the fees paid in the Manning 
case, and that the weight of the evidence 
showed that Dellenbaugh participated inthe 
management of the Manning case up to the 
time of the division of the fees. It is neces- 
sary for the court to speak of these two 
men together in passing on the charges 
against Mr. Burke, as it is almost impossible 
to separate the facts in each case. 

** Just prior to the publication of this case.” 
Judge Caldwell continued, “‘ Burke had a 
talk with Judge Dissette, in which he told 
in detail all the facts in the case. Judge Dis- 
sette states that Burke said Dellenbaugh 
told him to jgo down and strike ‘ Jane Doe 
for $20,000.’ ‘Jane Doe’ said she couldn't 
have the story come out, and she could not 
raise $20,000; she saidshe could raise $10,000, 
which she dia raise and gave to Burke and 
Dellenbaugh. Judge Dissette says he told 
Burke that that was the coldest-blooded 
affair he ever heard of. ° 

“‘ Our conclusion,” said Judge Caldwell, “ is 
that Mr. Burke is guilty as charged in the 
first specification—unprofessional conduct, 
involving mora) turpitude.” 

Judge Caldwell said the evidence showed 
that Mrs. Manning should not have been 
given a divorce. There was a conspiracy be- 
tween Judge Dellenbaugh and Burke to get 
that decree upon the journal, and he felt 
warranted in placing the guilt equally upon 
Burke. 

** We find Burke guilty on both specifica- 


| tions, and our judgment is that he be de- 


barred,.’” 

The court then declared the sentence in 
both cases to be disbarment. 

Notice of appeal was given and the case 
will be carried to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Dellenbaugh can continue to act as 
Judge of the Common Pleas Court unless 
the Legislature should remove him by im- 
peachment proceedings.

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 25.—David Mills, Cana- 
dian Minister of Justice, was the principal 
speaker this afternoon at the anniversary 
exercises of the Detroit Bar association. 
His subject was, ‘‘ The Comparative Con- 
stitutional Law of Canada and the United 
States.’’ 

He said the United States had recently 
crossed the “* boundary which marks an im- 
perial system. 

“You have entered upon the work begun 
by the mother of free States a century ago. 
You, too, recognizing your high calling, 
have taken up the white man’s burden, and 
I am sure the feeling of every Canadian 
is that this new departure in your histori- 
cal development may be of great value to 
yourselves and of priceless advantage to 
the world.” 

Speaking of our relations with Canada, 
Mr. Milis said: ‘* The imperial government 
and Canada always have been anxious for 
more sympathetic relations with the United 
States, but for some reason this feeling has 
not always been reciprocated. When you 
extend your possessions, however, I believe 
that by coming more in contact with other 
nations you will better appreciate our for- 
eign policy and will naturally be drawn 
more closely to us.”’

ing Ice from Service Taps. 


mode of thawing frozen water pipes was 
given at the home of J, W. Waite, 6337 Stew- 
art,avenue, yesterday, The pipe leading 
from the street main to the house through 
which the entiré water supply of the house 


‘passed was frozen_solid for twenty-five feet 


during the recent cold weather. Mr. Waite 
had heard of the new method of thawing, 
and decided togemploy it. 

, Yesterday a crowd of his friends &s- 
sembled in his cellar and watched the opera- 
tion. Francis H. Soden, an electrical engi- 
neer, with rooms in the Marquette Building, 
has used the method successfully in six or 
seven cases. The device wag first put in 
practice after the severe weather this year, 
and, so far as is known, has never been 
used before. When aeked as to how he con- 
celved the idea Mr. Soden modestly stated 
that it was bred of the necessity for seme 
device which would thaw the pipes without 
tearing up the streets and lawns. 

The method employed is simple. -A cur- 
rent of electricity is secured from near-by 
wires, in the special case from the Com- 
monwealth Eiectric company on Sixty- 
third street, and earried to the house by 
means of wires, An electric dynamo, 
switchboard, and other necessary appa- 
ratuses are putinto the house, and the 
frozen portion of the pipe located. A joint 
is then found, and that portion of the pipe 
going through the house is disconnected. 


‘An-electric wire is then connected with the 


pipe, and a circuit established by means of 
the water mains. The current is then turned 
on by gentle degrees, and in ten minutes the 
pipe is warmed sufficiently to thaw the ice. 
In twenty-five minutes the water is running 
through the pipe in a continuous stream 
and the water supply of the house is re- 
stored. - 

The current used has a strength of thirty 
volts, and is of sufficient strength to thaw 
the ice without injuring the pipe. | 

The plan is a great advantage over the 
old method of the plumbers in that it does 
not necessitate the tearing up of the street 
and lawn, and the time consumed is not as 
great. The cost of the work is from 50 to 
75 per cent less than before, and there is 


even greater difference in price on the. 


boulevards, where $50 is r ired before a

cost, which. 4s $25, will be still further re- 
duced when improvements are made in the 
equipment.

Cool Weather When the Thermom- 
eter Registers 89 Degrees. 


MUSIC WAS AT WHITE HEAT. 


UENOS AYRES.—Christmas in the 
3 Southern Hemisphere is wholly dif- 
ferent to a Northerner from Christ- 
‘mas on the other side of the line. 
Probably the difference comes from 
“living backward,” as Lewis Carroll 
gaid in ‘“ Through the Looking Glass.” 
“It makes one a little giddy at first. 
But even if it is the living backward 
that puts the first covering of queerness to 
the day down here, yet the climate and the 
manners and customs finish up the oddity 
éf the oc¢asion. You really cannot be rol- 
licking with the thermometer at 100° in the 
. »*ghade, and a blazing plum pudding does not 
create in you a desire for a closer acquaini- 


ance. 
_ Christmas eve was brilliant and bright, 
with a nice coolness in the air—say about 
$9°—and we all had hopes of Christmas. 
That afternoon was a queer combination of 
the English celebration and the Spanish. 
The Englishmen—meaning also the Ameri- 
cans and the Germans—went home with 

q parcels and packages under their arms,

ried baskets well filled with the good things 
of life. In the evening there were the usual 
gows between the young Englishmen—not 
including the Americans and Germans—who 
tried to run the theaters to their taste and 
got run in themselves in consequence.

ing cf a statue to Alvear, the first Mayor of 
Buenos Ayres. It was somewhat of an ef- 
fort to put on one’s clothes again, but the 
sound of military bands acted as a spur, so 
we braced up and joined the crowd to watch 
the President’s escort in the street in front 
of the Recoleta Park. The escort looked 
well, and the regimentsof the line, drawn up 
on either side of the Avenida Alvear, looked 
cool, comfortable, and business-like in their 
linen dress uniforms. After a warm wait the 
bugles began to sound, and then the Presi- 
dent came in sight. Then the bands got in 
their fine work; each band played the same 
tune to a different time, and each half a lap 
behind the other; it was remarkably well 
done, sounded fine, and was unique. The 
foops presented arms; the landau, preceded 
by a few cavalrymen and flanked by some 
Generals or things, swung down the avenue 
and drew up smartly in front of the monu- 
ment. A footman hopped down and opened 
the carriage door; the President descended 
promptiy, and began to mount the steps to 
the platform; the swells on the platform 
took off /their hats, the bugles blew louder 
than‘ever, and the crowd never stirred—not 
a cheer, not a hat removed. Before the Pres- 
ident had reached his place some one pulled 
the string and the statue was unveiled. 
Then the party took positions on either side 
of the monument and looked their prettiest 
to be photographed. The bands stopped, the 
people moved and gasped, and a priest 
étepped out and begantopray. This was the 
signal for the bands to start up again, and 
his words were drowned in the torrents of 
the national anthem which were ground 
out. This proceeding was repeated every 
time any one tried to speak, and rather tired 
the crowd, which began to dribble away 
without waiting for the parade of the friend- 
ly societies, which inevitably seize an oc- 
casion like this for showing themselves

“WHIP DOG DAY” IN ENGLAND. 


Church Officer Was at One Time Ap- 
o Chase Canines Out of 
Our Forefathers’ Churches. 


The custom of whipping dogs out of church 


dates from the time of the Romans, a conten- 
tion with which Drake does not agree. In 


the traditional account of the origin is given, 
to the effect that at a time long prior to the 
Reformation a priest, while celebrating mass 
on some festival in some church in York, 
dropped the pyx after consecration, and the 
wafer was promptly snatched up and de- 
voured by a dog which had been lying con- 
cealed under the altar. The profanation of 
this high mystery occasioned the death of 
the dog. A persecution began, and had since 
continued on St. Luke’s day. Unfortunate- 
ly, the date is not given on which the priest 
dropped the pyx, but it must have been in the 
remote past, asin the middle of the sixteenth 
century whipping dogs out of church was a 
recognized function and the dog-whipper a 
recognized official. In the church wardens’ 
accounts for the parish of Worksop appears 
an entry that the sum of ninepence was 
“paid to old Verde for whipping dogs,”’ 
while in 1616, “ for whipping dogges out of 
ye church for one whole year,”’ 12 pence was 
paid, while at Reading and Louth still earlier 
entries are to be found. In the parish of 
Trysull, Staffordshire, John Rudge gave by 
his- will, dated so late as April 17, 1725, five 
shillings a quarter to pay a poor man to zo 
about the parish church at Trysull during 
the sermon to keep people awake and to keep 
dogs out of church. In the neighboring 
County of Salup, however, John Rudge had 
been anticipated, as at Cloverley Richard 
Dovey of Farmcote granted in August, 1659, 
certain premises to John Sanders on certain 
conditions, one being that he would pay 
yearly the sum of eight shillings toa poor 
man of that parish who would undertake 
to awaken sleepers and to whip out dogs 
from the church of Cloveriey during divine 
service. Here and there lands have been 
devised for the endowment of the dog-whip- 
per’s office, one instance being near Chislet 
“in Kent. 
If not at the present time, it was 
events the practice until comparativelf re- 
cently for the tenants of a certain place 
called Dog-Whipper’s Marsh to pay Ss a 
year to a person for keeping order in church, 
while from time immorial there has been an 
acre of iand itn the Parish of Peterchurch, 
Herefordshire, which had been appropriated 
to the use of a person for keeping dogs out 
of church, the person being appointed by the 
ministcr and church wardens.

The particular portions of the ear Swhich 
determine whether we walk t or 
tipsy, or whether we fall off our bie ces or 
riae @ greased wire, are known as the semi- 
circular canals. There are two kifids—one, 
the horizontal, which regulates our move- 
ments in walking forward or backward; the 
other, the vertical, which prevents our fall- 
ing down and turning cart wheels and somer- 
saults when we want to be dignified.

| MICE THAT CONTINUALLY WALTZ: 


TO OLD AGE. 


Their Character and How to 
Check Time’s Ravages. 


LOTS OF GOOD ADVICE. 


Here Is Food for Speculation and 
Discussion. 


SCIENCE TACKLES NATURE. 


N the study of living forms, from the 
protozoa to the mammals, and from the 
protophytes to the seed plants, we find 
certain changes and conditions char- 
acteristic of old age. In the human sub- 

ject the principal changes which we note 
are atrophic and degenerative in their 
nature. The muscles and glands are the 
parts more especially involved in senile 
atrophy, although other soft parts are af- 
fected to somé.extent. There is a dimuni- 
tion in size of the cellular elements, though 
without involving any essential change in 
their structure. The muscular fibers be- 
come small, and are said to take on more 
uniformity of size, while the spleen and 
lymphatic glands undergo a remarkable 
diminution in welght and size, which in- 
creases as age advances. 


There is also some shrinking in volume 
of the glandular structures of the digestive 
tract. Wherever fat has accumulated it 
gradually wastes away. It is said that 
atrophy begins to take place before degen- 
eration commences. Pigmentary and fatty 
infiltrations of the elements are common, as 
are also calcareous incrustations. As an 
instance of the location of this fatty de- 
generation, muscular fibers, both voluntary 
and involuntary, might be mentioned. It is 
also found in blood vessels, especially the 
terminal arteries of the brain, and to some 
extent in the nerve cells and in the paren- 
chyma of glandular organs. Pigmentary 
infiltration, it is claimed, is not so frequent- 
ly met with as is fatty infiltration. In the 
pineal gland, in ligaments, cartilages, ten- 
dons, and the walls of arteries, calcareous 
deposits are common. In the brain and 
spinal cord the neuralgia increases until it 
frequently predominates over the nervous 
element, and there is a tendency to the de- 
position of amylaceous bodies in these parts. 
The fatty elements of the brain are dimin- 
ished, while the water and phosphorus are 
increased in quantity. 

The height and weight of the body on ac- 
count of these changes are diminished, the 
body as a whole being shorter and lighter, 
while its individual parts are also lessened 
in size with the exception of the heart and 
kidneys. The heart, as a rule, is hyper- 
trophied, while the kidneys are at least the 
size they were in middle life. Changes take 
place in the skin, rendering it dry and wrin- 
kled, the hair becomes thin and white, the 
teeth drop out, the body bends. These 
changes induce a general decrease in vigor; 
the power of the muscles is lessened; the 
combustion going on in the body is dimin- 
ished, as is shown by a decrease in the 
amount of carbonic acid gas exhaled. The 
vital capacity of the lungs is decreased, al- 
though there is a qhuickening of the respi- 
ratory rhythm. The pulse rate rises, the 
secretions are diminished, and the quantity 
of urine is less. Such, briefly stated, are 
some of the characteristics of old age. This 
period of life is more liable to certain dis- 
eases, as those due to arterio-sclerosis, to 
certain forms of rheumatism and gout, and 
so on.

What produces these changes in the body 
which drag us down tothe grave? Is there 
no wey to retard or prevent them? If we 
could obviate them even in a measure, how 
great would be the benefit and with what re- 
joicing would the earth's inhabitants hail 
the discovery, especially those among them 
who have begun to enter the shadows which 
gather about life’s evening! In the cycle 
through which a portion, of the material 
world revolves—from the organic to the in- 
organic, from the living to the dead, and 
back again to the lving—it would appear 
‘that, as old age approaches, the material 
of the animal body takes on more and more 
the nature of the inorganic and becomes 
more and more akin to the mineral wor'd. 
When an individual starts in life he appears 
to be endowed with a certain power of abil- 
ity-to maintain his statuc in the highly or- 
ganized animal world and to resist largely 
the tendency of his tissues to become in 
their chemical nature more nearly akin to 
the mineral kingdom. 

What this power consists in I do not know, 
but it seems to be greatly impaired by age. 
Now, if by introducing into the body certain 
agents which might render the excess of ac- 
cumulating mineral matter more soluble, so 
that it could be more easily eliminated from 
the body, we might get rid of one element 
that contributes largely to the deterioration 
and degeneration that come with old age. 
Again, all animal and vegetable tissues when 
young possess in a large measure this resist- 
ance toward the changes that take place in 
senility. Then, why would it not bea fea* 
ible and rational idea for those who are ap- 
proaching the period of life when senile 
changes begin to make their appearance to 
take as nourishment only the tissues of 
young animals and vegetables, and thereby 
supplement their waning power of resistance 
with that of those organisms which contain 
itinabundance? And, also, as we now have 
a process of treating certain diseased condi- 
tions of different organs of the body with the 
products of the corresponding organs of ani- 
mal! bodies, and I believe with some success, 
why could benefit not be derived by,admin- 
istering the quintessence of the organs of 
young and healthy animals to those whose 
bodies are beginning to show the effects of 
age, and in that way furnish them artificially 
with the power to resist the encroachments 
of time? ‘Two or three times a year, forin- 
stance, we might. administcr this treatment 
for a week ortwoata time, and whocan say 
that we might not retard in this way the 
capture of life's citadel by the king of the 
glass and scythe?—Medical Record. 


ALEXANDER’S WEDDING _ DAY.

The newspaper reporters of the time of 
Alexander the Great, had there been any, 
would have had the heaviest day's work of 
their lives in covering the interesting events 
that marked the day Alexander was mar- 
ried. On that day, authentic accounts te!! 
us, no less than 20,202 men and women were 
made husbands and wives. Alexander had 
conquered Darius of Persia, and he felt that 
this great achievement was important 
enough to be signalized in a conspicuous 
manner. Imagine the pride of the conqueror 
who decides that it can be measured proper- 
ly only by a wholesale giving and taking in 
marriage, the like of which the world has 
never known. 

Alexander himself married Statira, the 
daughter of the conquered King, and decreed 
that 100 of his chief officers should be united 
to 100 ladies from the noblest Persian and 
Medean families. In addition to this, he stip- 
pated that 10,000 of his Greek soldiers should 
marry 10,000 Asiatic women. 

When everything was settled a vast pavil- 
ion was erected, the pillars of which were 
six feet high. One hundred gorgeous cham- 
bers adjoined this for the 100 noble bride- 
grooms, while for the 10,000 an outer court 
was inclosed, outside of which tables were 
spread for the multitude.

of the pictures, the increased ngmber of im-. 


portant works, the number of figure subjects, 
and the-.scarcity of purposeless sketches and 
studies are its marked features. Compared 
with the work sent*to the'fall exhibition 
from other American’ cities thé standard of 
that shown here by Chicago artists is su- 
perior. 

While the exhibition is not numerically as 
large as that of last year it fills the same 
number of galleries and occupies an equal 


amount of wallspace. Itis hunginthe north | 


reflections of trees in the water, pleasing 
both in color and quality. 

Marie Gélon Cameron’s “* Mendicant”’ is 
a strongly painted figure of an old man, 
rich in color and well modeled. Her “‘After 
the Bout ” shows the figure of a young man 
in fencing eostume in a studio interior, and 
is interesting in color and detail. 

Oliver Dennett Grover is at his best in a. 
piquant figure of a young woman.:in an 
empire costume of red against a gray back- 
ground. | 

‘Ethel Mars’ figures and heads of young 
women are unusuaily pleasing, both in 
their low-toned color harmonies and the-ex- 
pression of character. One of a dark-haired 
young woman in a dull green dress relieved 
by a string of salmon beads is particularly 
interesting. 

Two landscapes by H. C. Payne have for 
their subjects the same scene from slightly 
different points of view at different sea- 
sons of the year. Both are full of senti- 
ment ‘and. rich in color. 

Miss Cora Freer’s figure of a little girl 
tying on her bonnet is painted in pleasing 
light tones, and is an agreeable subject. 

Svend Svendson’s large winter evening 
scene, with a “ Harrison red” sky and blue 
foreground, is too violent to be forcible, but 
has good qualities. ‘

In the first of the series of three galleries 
containing the exhibition are grouped most 
of the pictures painted in a light key. 

Here are to be seen Miss Katherine Ab- 
bott’s well painted portrait of -Joseph L. 
Stickney, in a white flanne! suit suggestive 
of his service as war correspondent in Ma- 
nila; a skillful portrait‘ of a woman in 2 
cream-colored dress against a white back- 
ground by Oliver Dennett Grover; “two in- 
teresting landscapes by Charles Abel Cor- 
win, a trifle too full of detail and too literal 


- . to be altogether pleasing; two brilliant and 


successful portraits: of young women ..by 
Fréderick Mulhaupt; three landscapes by 
John F. Stacy, two of which—a stretch of 
sandy beach sloping from low wooded hills 
dotted with cottages to the lake shore, and 
a market garden with houses and trees in 
the middle distance—show admirably ren- 
dered sunlight effects. 

Two marines by Caroline D. Wade are vig- 
orous in color and general effect. Anna L. 
Stacy is represented here by a calm twilight 
effect that is full of harmonious color, E. J. 
Dressler by a view of a hot, dusty stretch of 
an alkali desert dotted with sage brush and 
bounded by the broken line of a distant 
mesa, and Roberto Rascovitch by a vigor- 
ously painted view of the Town of Capri. 
An autumn cornfield, by H.. Thwing, is 
charming both for its color and the quality 
of the painting. 

In the long gallery adjoining are most of 
the larger works of the collection, although 
the work which has been given the place-of 
honor is of moderate size. 

This is a landscape, remarkably beautiful 
in color, by F. C. Peyraud. Its commonplace 
title, “The Last Glow,’’ but faintly de- 
scribes it. It shows a wheatfield ona gentle 
slope, the foreground in luminous shadow 
and the distance bathed im the brilliant 
orange light of evening. The sky is a deep 
blue and filled with white masses of cumulus 
clouds tipped with the warm light of the sun. 
This artist is also represented by another 
excellent landscape, equally strong though 
Jess varied-in color, showing an afternoon 
effect. 

The center of one of the end walls of this 
room is occupied by a full length portrait 
of her father by Pauline Dohn. It is sober 
and low in tone and well studied, a dignified 
and forceful work. 

In a similar position on the opposite wall 
is a full length figure by Bertha Menzler ofa 
young woman in white seated beneath a 
‘warm yellow light which falls on the upper 
portion of the background, against which 
the head appears in shadow. The effect is 
one offering unusual difficulties and the 
painter has: met them with marked success. 
In color and in the management of the diffi- 
cult effect of light and shade it is a work of 
a~inusual interest. 

Miss Dohn is represented by a number cf 
important works. Together with the por- 
trait already mentioned she shows a charm- 
ing figure of a little girl in yellow gazing 
dntently at the steam which rises from a 
blue and white bow) on a mahogany table 
before her, in which is discernible the yague 
form of a witch riding a broomstick. Her 
taste for the occult and the mysterious is 
gmore strongly shown im the larger work, 
*‘ The Seeker,’’ which was shown at the last 
Pittsburg exhibition. This shows a woman 
seated under a tree gazing into space as if 
etriving to fathom the unrevealed. A por- 
trait of F. W. Freer and a quaint figure ofa 
little country girl tying on her bonnet before 
@ mirror are also from the brush of this 
artist. 

Alfred Juergens, who has recently re- 
turned to Chicago from a five years’ sojourn 
abroad, contributes some strong works in 
landscape. One of these shows a valiey in 
the Bavarian highlands surrounded by high 
mountains which cast their shadows over 
the plain, leaving a village and the silver 
thread of a narrow stream in sunlight. Ic 
is an odd subject, but treated with much

Another shows the same road on 
a misty morning.

The fourth work js an effect 
of a starlight on a landscape in which there 
appears a cottage with a yellow light shin- 
ing from its window. ad

Lorado Taft’s ‘**‘ Remorse”’ is a strongly 
modeled figure of a woman in-a crouching 
position with her head on her knees and 
long hair falling to the ground. With this 
he exhibits a bust in marble of Frances 
Willard and sketchily treated portrait busts 
of Zangwill and Joaquin Miller. 

Victor Holm shows a striking head of an 
old man, severe of feature and of remark- 
able baldness, and a good portrait bust of a 
fellow student. 

Will le Favor and Julia Bracken, show 
portraits in relief and Hennig Ryden, who 
.is also represented in the paintings, ex- 
’ hibits the models of the two faces of a meéal 
which he will engrave for the Art Academy, 
and two delicately modeled portraits in 
low ‘relief in silver. The medal will show 
on the obverse a partially draped figure 
and an inscription and the reverse a com- 
position of thistles and laurels about a tab- 
let for the name of the winner. 

Among the other works in this room 
should be mentioned the drawings, litho- 
graphs, and dry point etching by Frank 
Holme; William Schmetgen’s sketches ‘in 
color of Cubans, of the wreck of the Maria 
Teresa, and of scenes of naval warfare:

AMERICAN SHIPS, 
IRON AND STEEL. 


Glowing Prophecy of London's 
’ Foremost Financial Paper. 


DEPENDENCE UPON US. 


Development of Our Industries 
Concerns All Europe. 


ADVANTAGE OF CHEAP FUEL. 


ERHAPS the most important economic 
question. of our time is connected 
with the development of the iron 
and steel industries of the United 
States and the probable consequences 

of that development, not only on the 
cognate industries of Europe but also 
om the whole maritime relations of the com- 
mercial worlk In the palmy days of the 
proud wooden “clMppers” the Americans 
had the bulk of the transatlantic carrying 
trade and the best of the carrying trade be- 
tween Great Britain and China and Aus- 
tralia. Their wooden vesséls were not only 
things of beauty, but were, with national 
ingenuity, constructed so as to combine high 
speed with the largest possible cargo Ca- 
pacity, and with every possible contrivance 
for saving labor. We are, indeed, apt to 
forget that America once divided with us 
.the world’s carrying trade, if, indeed, fora 
time she did not have the lion’s share. It 
is only since the age of iromthat she has lost 
that position; though she need nod have lost 
it had not the fiscal policy that has developed 
since the civil war prevented her both from 
importing material wherewith to build ships 
at a profit and also from buying ships from 
foreigners except under practically pro- 
hibitive conditions. And now we are faceto 
face with two momentous facts that presage 
a revolution in the world’s shipping and a 
formidable competitor with great Britain as 
the world’s common carrier. These facts 
are (1) that the people of the United States 
have now become impatient of their stifling 
navigation laws, and are craving for a na- 
tional me ant navy; and (2) that now, for 
the first time in their history (since the de- 
cline of -wooden ships), are the Americans 
able to produce shipping material on a level 
with Great Britain. 

It is probable that Congress will soon re- 
vise if not repeal the navigation laws. Leav- 
ing, however, the fiscal aspects of the ques- 
tion for the present, we propose to take a 
rapid view of America as an actual iron and 
steel producer and as a prospective builder 
of high-class modern iron and steel vessels. 


In the first place, we have to note that the’ 


States have not yet reached their maximum 
power in the production of pigiron. Their 
furnaces are much larger than ours, and 
their proportion of obsolete types must be 
small, indeed, compared with the number of 
antique examples we have still standing in 
England, Scotland, and Wales. Atany rate, 
their existing furnaces are computed to 
have a capacity of over a million tons per 
month. The actual production has not yet 
reached that capacity, and there is of course 
no limit but that of capital to the number of 
new furnaces which may yet be built. Can 
such enormous quantities be produced as 
cheaply as in Britain? The truth seems to 
be that in the more favorably situated works 
of the United States, and with more eco- 
nomically worked furnaces (which are three 
or four times the size of ours), the prime 
cost of American pigs is below that of either 
Scotland, Cleveland, or Cumberland in the 
respective qualities. This is a point on which 
we must speak with some diffidence, as it is 
a matter for industrial experts, and we by no 
means accept the shipments of American 
pigs to England as evidence of profitable 
business. But experienced iron manufac- 
turers with whom we have conversed have 
expressed their beNef that the Southern 
States of America, and those of the North- 
ern States that are within easy reach of the 
lake ore, can certainly smelt pigs more 
cheaply than we can. It is enough if they 
can do it as cheaply, when we pass to the 
next stage of competition. 


And in all stages the Americans have the 
advantage of cheaper fuel. Barring India, 
American coal is now the cheapest in the 
world, and on the average is to the industrial 
consumer fully 8d per ton cheaper than the 
average in England, Scotland, and Wales. 
This is an advantage, of course, that tells 
at every stage of manufacture. It is also 
a noteworthy fact that wages in the Ameri- 
can iron industry have been materially re- 
duced of late years, while the producing 
capacity has also increased. The eight- 
hour movement is unknown in the States, 
and the continuity of energy is one of the 
great factors in American industrial develop- 
ment. Ta take one example: At the Penn- 
sylvania blast furnaces, in 1880, the wage 
cost was about 10s per ton of pigiron. By 
1890 the wage cost was reduced to 6s, and 
now it has been pretty generally reduced 
about 2s perton. Again, the average annual 
output per employé was, in 1880, 190 tons. 
It is now about 550 tons. These facts speak 
for themselves, and those who run can read 
their significance. Now, take another fact 
in relation to the American iron industry. 
Until within recent years that industry 
practically depended on the development of 
the railway systems of the States. When 
railway building was slack, the iron in- 
dustry was depressed, and vice versa. But 
of late years, while railway building has 
shrunk to insignificant proportions, the pro- 
duction of all kinds of iron and steel has 
enormously increased. Look at the follow- 


ing figures:

Of course, this means that producers of 
American tron and steel have found new and 
larger outlets for their material in other in- 
dustries than railway building. 

One outlet may now be accounted the 
making of steel rails for export. For Amer- 
ican steel rails are mow being supplied on 
contract to British India, Russian Asia (the 
Trassiberian line), the West Indies, Nova 


Scotia, and Canada generally, South Africa, . 


Hawali, and even Ireland. In one month 
last year the two largest steel rail compan- 
jes are said to have booked between them 
no less than half a million tons, the la 
proportion of which was for export. Nor 
this surprising, for prices in America (under 
the stress of constantly expanding competi- 
tion) have been coming down as they hay 
been going up in Europe. Thus, in 1896,«th 
price of steel rails was £5 per ton in the 
United States, £5 10s in Germany, and £4173 
6d in Great Britain. In 1898 the current 
prices were £3 18s in the United States, £5 18s 
in Germany, and £4 12s 6d in Great Britain. 
The reduction in America is not due to com- 
petition alone, but largely to the reduced 
cost of material and greater economy in 
production. . 
It is, of course, the reduced cost of produc- 
tion that has given America a chance in for- 
eign markets that she never had before. The 
surplus of many American manufacturers 
has been often enough “‘ dumped ”’ into for- 
eign countries—especially Canada—in order 
to relieve the home markets. But the busi- 
ness now being done by Americans in iron 
and steel cannot be regarded as of the 


‘dumping ”’ character. They are cultivat- 


ing an export trade, and with such success 
that in the year ending June 30 last the ex- 
ports of raw and manufactured iron and 
steel amounted to $70,367,527, as against 
$57,497,872 in the previous year. These ex- 
ports consisted of 235,868 tons of pig iron, 
232,552 tons of railway iron, 64,745 tons of 
iron wire, 60,195 tons of scrap iron, 30,585 
tons of structural iron, and 16,100 tons of 
steel billets and ingots. The total quantity 
of all sorts sent to Great Britain was 150,000 
tons, and nearly all the rest was sent to 
countries accustomed hitherto to buy from 
us. In the nine months ending Sept. 30 the 
exports of steel rails amounted to 22.973 
tons, valued at $4,465,087. These figures 
compare with 88,573 tons and $1,891,724 in 
the corresponding portion of 1897, and with 
50,841 tons and $1,189,106 in the correspond- 
ing part of 1896. |

were As to Japan, which used to 
get all her rails from us, we note the follow- 
ing in a special report by Mr. Lyon, United 
States Consul at Hiogo: “‘ In 1896 the United 
States exported to Japan only a little more 
than one-sixth as much railway iron as 
England did; but im 1897 a notable increase 
took place from the United States in such 
shipments, and exportations from the two 
countries stood thus: Great Britain, $810,001; 
United States, $625,083. At this rate another 
year will show the United States to have left 
its competitor in this export far behind.” 
That may or may not be, but the enormous 
advantage possessed by the United States 
in the coming market: for railway iron in 
China is an-important factor in the develop- 
ment of production now taking place. That 
development'has gone on. to steel ship plates, 
which are now being shipped to this country 
for shipbuilding. 

The point we have sought to bring out is 
that America has now so developed her iron 
and steel industries that she must find fresh 
outlets ‘for her products. Such outlets she 
is finding, as we believe with profit, in foreign 
markets for certain products. For other 
products, however, she will need to create a 
new shipbuilding industry of her own; and 
what has been done or is being done in that 
connection we must reserve for future ex- 
amination. No thoughtful man, acquainted 
with the American character, who considers 
the situation, can fail to perceive that the 
greatest competition to be faced by British 
industry and enterprise in the future is that 
of American shipbuilding. It may be de- 
ferred a few years, but it is bound tocome.— 
London Statist. 


POPE LEO AND HIS DOCTOR. 


His Physician Is Poorly 
Paid. 


Rome, Feb. 23.—I do not wish the position 
of doctor to the Pope for my worst enemy 
when my august patient is not well. His 
house—doctors to the Pope do not live in the 
Vatican—is no longer his own, but public 
property, for there is a continual coming ard 
going of prelates, messengers from all kinds 
of personages, and journahsts, However, 
the worst hours are those of the night. The 
doctor, to be sure of hearing any call from 
the Vatican, has the telephone at the head of 
his bed, and when sinister rumors circulate 
Cardinals and diplomats seem to consider 
it their duty or privilege to ring: him up at 
all hours of the night. And that is not all. 
Besides the inconvenience, there is also con- 
siderable expense, as many telegrams re- 
quiring answers arrive for him, a great por- 
tion of which he cannot ignore, because of 
the station of the senders. No one would 
certainly ever guess what salary the papal 
doctor draws; it is only £120 a year! 

At the Vatican everything is maintained 
unchanged as it was several centuries ago, 
and the stipend of the doctor remains fixed 
at 50 scudi (£410) a month, with the difference 
that what was formerly equivalent to a good 
round sum is now of small value. The only 
other advantage which he has is a carriage 
to carry him to and from the Vatican. 

The present doctor, Professor Giuseppe 
Papponi, has held his position since 1888. At 
that date Leo XIII., having been left with 
only a surgeon, and the need of a doctor 
being much felt, Professor Lapponi, who was 
practicing at Osimo, on the Adriatic side of 
the peninsula, came every week to Rome to 
visit him. Shortly after the surgeon died, 
and the professor became and has remained 
the only physician of his Holiness. He has 
gradually so gained his confidence and 
friendship as to be to him what Dr. Schwen- 
inger was to Prince Bismarck. 

Dr. Lapponi is the only person who ever 
succeeds in overcoming the natural obsti- 
nacy of Leo XIII. to take certain precau- 
tions, to which he shows great repugnance. 
In fact, the régime established for the daily 
life of the Pontiff has such fixed rules that 
his life may be compared to a chronometer. 
There are, however, habits which the per- 
sistence of the doctor has not succeeded in 

eradicating. Only today Professor  Lap- 
poni told me that his Holiness still persisted 
in mounting a chair in the Hbrary to get 
down the books himself, and when remon- 
strated with over the danger even to a 
younger person, he replies: ‘‘I know the 
way, I know the way.’” Then he will not 
give up mental labor. During the last few 
days that he has been in bed he has com- 
posed verses, worked with his private sec- 
retary, Mgr. Angeli, and received Cardinal

The great thing with captive fishes is to 
get them td eat, A fish with a good ap- 
petite, that will eat the food provided, is 
likely, other conditions being favorable, to 
get along; and every effort is made to give 
the fishes food such as they have been ac- 
customed to in nature or such as will tempt 
their appetites. 

In applying this treatment, the parrot 
fish, which in nature subsist on mol usks

BRYAN ON *AMERICA’S MISSION,” 

William J. Bryan was banqueted by the 
District of Columbia Democrats on the an- 
niversary of Washington’s birthday, The 
first speaker at this gathering of the faith- 
ful was Mr. Bailey of Texas, who assumes 
to be the Democratic leader in the House 
of Representatives. 
next year’s National Democratic conven- 
tion will “ rig up the plafform of 1896,” will 
make Bryan the standard bearer of the 
party, “and the great commander will give 
the orders for forward, mafch.” There- 
upon the “great commander” in question 
took the floor and gave utterance to a few 
thoughts which will be utilized next year 
when ,the job of “ rigging up ” the platform 
of 1 is taken in hand. 

The toast which served Mr. Bryan as a 
text was “ America’s Mission.” The mis- 
sion of this country, as explained by him, 
seems to be free silver at home and fnsig- 
nificance abroad. He desires America to 
cultivate as regards the rest of the world 
those “passive virtues” which the Pope 
states in his last encyclical are not to be 
sneezed at. America must retire into a 
‘monastery and meditate by day and night 
over the declaration of independence as 
construed by Bryan. This pleasing spec- 
tacle will, in Mr. Bryan's opinion, “ excite 
in other races a desire for self-government 
and a determination to secure it.” 

From Mr. Bryan’s point of view it is 
emphatically not the mission of America 
to expand, to extend its boundaries, and 
teach other races what good government 
means, and to instruct them in those rudi- 
ments of self-government which the world’s 
ignorant races cannot learn without a mas- 
ter. Mr. Bryan doés not want to take up 
“the white man’s burden.” He desires to 
have America stand on the shores of the 
Pacifit and cry out shrilly to the Filipinos: 
“Practice self-government as Americans 
do and you will be happy. Translate the 
deciaration of independence into Spanish 
and your native tongues and learn it by 
heart. Then you will know good _— 
evil.” 

The mission of America, according to 
Bryan, is not to make the country greater 
at home and more honored abroad. It is 
not to make commercial conquests and 
divide with Europe the vast Asiatic trade 
of the future. Its sole mission is “ to im- 
print the American flag upon the hearts 
of all who love freedom.” Bryan is’ not 
talking as a surgeon. He does not mean 
that America shall cut open every lover of 
freedom and with a small rubber stamp 
imprint the image of the American flag 
upon his heart. He is not as sanguinary as 
that. He does not know what he does 
mean, except that the American flag is 
floating in many places where he Goes not 
wish to have it wave. 

The mission of America, as expounded 
by Bryan, is to evacuate the Philippines. 
That is all there is of it, and Bryan lets it 
be understood, if he is elected President 
next year and has a Congress that will 
back him up, he will send a note to his 

“great and good friend,” Aguinaldo, 
acknowledging him as the President of the 
Philippines. All this snivel and drivel of 
Bryan's about “ criminal aggression,” “‘ im- 
perialism,” “ militarism,” and the creation 
of a “hetrogeneous ,empire” may be 
summed up in the fords “evacuate the 
Philippines.” That is the new issue which 
Bryan wants to have injected into the Dem- 
ocratic platform. That is the new question 
on which he wants the people polled. There 
can be no doubt as to the verdict. The 
United States did not sneak into the Philip- 


pines. © It will not slink out of them to 
oblige Mr. Bryan. j

According to 
this same authority the ‘‘ combine ” and the

being voted out of the State Treasury for the 
benefit of particular localities. It is to be 
feared that many similar reports will be 
made before all the State Legislatures now 


grinding away adjourn. 


THE ALDERMANIC CANDIDATES. 
The. Municipal Voters’ league, which has 
labored with some measure of success dur- 
ing the last three years to promote the elec- 
tion of honest Aldermen, has opened head- 
quarters for this year’s campaign. It has 
issued a circular in which it is stated that 

“it is a practical certainty a hearty co- 
operation of all public-spirited citizens in 
the election this spring will result in plac- 
ing in the Council a working majority of 
honest men.” In view of past experiences 
the league should not express itself so confi- 
dently. It has overestimated, sometimes, the 
number of “ public-spirited citizens” and 
some of the men whom it has recommended 
have turned out to be anything but honest. 
Nevertheless, while efforts like those the 
league is making do not accomplish every- 
thing, they do accomplish something and 
are to be commended and encouraged. 

The time to investigate Aldermanic rec- 
ords and speculate as to the honesty of 
candidates is close at hand. The Re- 
publican primaries will be held a weck 
Nearly all the Alder- 
manic conventions of that party will be 
held within two days thereafter. The 
Democrats will hold their primaries a week 
later than the Republicans. It is not un- 
likely that in many of the wards Altgeld 
will pick out Aldermanic candidates to run 
on his ticket. If so, he may put up in 
some of the wards men niuch better than 
those usually nominated there. Soa little 
after the middle of next month there will 
be a flood of candidates in the field be- 
tween whom the voters wil] have to choose 
on the 4th of April. 

There are some wards where boodlers 
are sure to be- nominated. A _ decided 
majority of the voters like to be repre- 
sented by a liberal thief. There are other 
wards whose voters have been educated 
up to the point where they will not stand 
a candidate whom they believe to be cor- 
rapt. There are other wards which are 
debatable ground. If public-spirited 
voters in those wards were to make an 
effort at the primaries and the polls they 
might be able to secure the election of rea- 
sonably decent men. Some of them would 
fall by the wayside, but others would re- 
sist the temptations, large and small, which 
beset an Alderman.

men of the bést possible men. What a

How MR. dis of Delphi, Ind, was 
LANDIS younger than he is now— 
UNHORSED and he is still young—

This is what Mr. Landis did 
with the newspapers in Congressman John- 
son’s district. They replied unanimously 
that Johnson did not represent the views of 
his constituents. The showing destroyed the 
effect of Johnson's rabid attack on the Pres- 
ident and the policy of the administration 
and was a feather in the cap of Mr, Landis. 
THE POPE’S APOSTOLIC LETTER. 
The full text of Pope Leo’s message to 
Cardinal Gibbons and the American Roman 


‘Catholic Bishops, although intended to be 


condemnatory, is mildly and graciously 
worded. The gist of it is the infallible Pope 
formally puts “ Americanism ” under sus- 
picion. 

The occasion of the Pope's present solic- 
itade for America was-the publication in 
French, we believe, of a translation of 
Eliot’s “ Life of Father Hecker” and the 
critical commotion started by it. The 
“Life” itself, as first published in this 
country, had an introduction by Archbishop 
Ireland and bore the imprimature of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York. That there 
was any hint of heresy in it or any taint of 
“ suspicious"? Americanism was evidently 
an afterthought. Possibly even now the 
Pope's information respecting it is not quite 
infallible. Possibly, too, the book was not 
fortunate in its translator. 

As a matter of fact, Father Hecker, 
though of German parentage and one of the 
most + gy of Catholics, was, to the core 
of him; an American. Born in New York 
City in 1819, used to manual labor, at 20 
a member of the famous “ Brook Farm” 
colony of transcendental reformers, nine 
months of industry there in baking bread 
sufficed. He left in company with Tho- 
reau, with whom he experimented with liv- 
img on nine cents a day. After a brief ex- 
perience in business he was converted to the 
Catholic faith and went:to Germany to 
study for the priesthood. When he re- 
turned he went up and down the country as 
a kind of Catholic Moody. Fond enough 
of‘logical subtleties, what he believed he be- 
lieved with all there was in him. For a 
while he was a member of the German Or- 
der of Redemptorists.. Not finding that 
quite congenia] he organized the Society 
of “ Pauliste.” This was not an “ order.” 
The members took no “ vows” of poverty 
or other form of mere abstention. It was 
rather a society for doing things. About 
this time he originated the monthly The 
Catholic World, which he continued to edit 
with signal skill and ability for some twenty 
years. He had a profound conviction that 


way in a country like America there must 
be the appropriate popular Catholic liter- 
ature. Whatever might be needed in Spain 
or in Italy, this was needed here. Through- 
out his whole career this form of American- 
ism was as distinctive as anything about 
him. 

“The Church and the Age ” was the title 
of Father #lecker’s most notable book. An 
exposition, he called it, of the Catholic 
Church in view of the needs and aspirations 
of the present age. Cardinal Newman ap- 
proved of the book, and writing of the au- 
thor after his death said: “I have ever 
felt that there was a sort of unity in our 
lives—that we both had begun a work of 
the same kind, he in America and I in Eng- 
land.” The pith of the book is this: Intel- 
ligence and liberty are not a hindrance but 
a help to religious life; only false religion 
has reason to fear the spread of enlighten- 
ment and the enjoyment of our free civil 
institutions; the liberty enjoyed in modern 
society, in so far as it is true, and the intel- 
ligence of modern socicty, in so far as it is 
guileless, are inestimable helps to the sprea/] 
of Catholicity. At the same time he often 
and strenuously insists on the valne of di- 
vine external authority in providing a safe- 
guard to the individual. , 

Father Hecker was perfectly loyal to the 
decision of the Vatican Council of 1870, 
though he had his own way of interpreting 
it. He believed it because he had such 
faith in the constant presence of 
the Holy Spirit. He had no faith 
in sacerdotalism as a matter of mere 
magic.” As he saw it, his faith was thor- 
oughly rationalized. And this divine infiu- 
ence gave to each individual the power and 
the moral worth of his own Mmdividual in- 
itiative. This, too, was a vital part of his 
Americanism. 

The language of the encyclical, however, 
is what might have been expected from the 
supreme head of Roman Catholicism. It is 
a call to the faithful to stand by the funda- 
mentals of the creed. It is a warning 
against innovation or the introduction of 
methods which are not in keeping with the 
traditions of the church. It concedes the 
elasticity and adaptation of the church to 
all manner of peoples, professes sympathy 
with all scientific and social advancement 
which is not in conflict with the fundamen- 
tals, but at the same time the church in 
America must be in nowise different from 
the church in Rome. American’ Catholi- 
cism must keep step with Roman Catholi- 
cism. The Pope will not yield in the lease 
his claim to infallible authority. He says: 
“ The doctrine of faith which God has re- 
vealed has not been proposed, like a philo- 
sophical invention, to be perfected by hu- 
man ingenuity, but has been delivered as a 
divine deposit to the spouse of Christ, to be 
faithfully kept and infallibly declared. 
Hence that meaning of the sacred dogma 
is perpetually to be retained which our Holy 
Mother, the church, has once declared, nor 
is that meaning ever to be departed from 
under the pretense or pretext of a deeper 
comprehension of them.” This clear, con- 
cise declaration casts something more than 
suspicion upon American Catholicism as 
Father Hecker conceived it. It virtually

ANTI-POLYGAMY AME DMENTS. 

Two amendments to the national consti- 
tution have been indorsed by a House com- 
mittee. One of them amends the qualif- 
cations of Senators and Representatives so 
that no polygamist shal] be eligible to elec- 
tion. This is to meet such cases as that 
of the Representatire-elect from Utab, who 
is believed to have many wives, Several 
religious and women’s organizations have 
demanded that he be not. allowed to take 
his seat, but there is no law under which 
he can be excluded. 

The other amendment, which, if ratified, 
will be “ Article XVL.,” provides that po- 
lygamy shall never exist within the United 
States “or any place subject to its juria- 
diction,” and that Congress shall have pow- 
er to make al] needful laws to enforce this 
article. If this amendment were a part of 
the constitution now it would be the duty 
of Congress to proceed to enact laws for 
the suppression of polygamy in the Philip- 
pines, where there are a good many nonr- 
Christians who have several wives when 
they can afford to keep them. But if the 
representatives of the American govern- 
ment were to attempt to interfere with po- 
lygamy where it exists in the Philippines 
they would stir up a hornets’ nest at once. 
The only way to get along with the Asiatic 
races is to interfere as little as possible 
with customs which they believe to be right. 
But if this amendment were adopted no 
doubt Congress would be badgered with 
petitions for its enforcement. 

There can be no possible objection to the 
first mentioned amendment, except it be 
that it is calculated to give Europeans an 
idea that there is such grave danger of an 
irruption of polygamists into the American 
Congress that it is necessary to amend the 
constitution to keep them out. No State will 
send a polygamist to Congress, however, 
unless it be Utah, and the indications are 
that polygamy is no longer a danger there. 
No new “ plural marriages ” are being con- 
tracted, while the old ones are being dis- 
solved by death. An amendment to the 
constitution for the exclusion of polygamists 
from Congress and another for the suppres- 
sion of polygamy within the United States 
would be safeguards against any possibie 
relapse into evil ways on the part of the 
Mormons.

end, has great possibilities. The claims 
made for it are a large ifcrease in the dis- 
tance a message may be sent without re- 
laying, a saving of half the number of opera- 
tors, and greater accuracy. The wires can- 
not be “* tapped,”’ and any one who can usea 
typewriter can telegraph. It does not re- 
quire a great stretch of the imagination to 
predict that the typewriting telegraph may 
in @ measure supplant the telephone at some 
future day. The business-man sitting in 
his office will turn to the young woman at 
the machine and say: ‘‘ Miss Smith, call up 
Jones & Co. at Kansas City and give them 
this letter. What? No one in the office? 
Well, send the letter, anyhow, and add a 
postscript asking them to piease acknowl- 
edge receipt when they return frem lunch.” 
Private houses could be connected with the 
exchange, and the advantages of the system 
over the antiquated telephone wauld be 
quickly demonstrated. For instance, when 
Mrs. Johnston wants to invite Mrs. Wilson 
over for a little chat the next morning, no 
blundering: servant at the other end could 
mix the message and cause Mrs. Wilson to 
appear in the evening when she was not 
wanted. And the butcher would have no 
excuse for sending that enormous porter- 
house roast when the order distinctly called 
for another kind. Anybody can learn the 
typewriter, and if Professor Rowland has his 
way everybody will do so. 


DUTCH SUCCESS WITH MALAYS. 
The anti-expansionists are continually 
predicting the signal failure of American 
rule in the Philippine Islands. Taz TrisuNE 


Dutch rule in Java and Celebes, and the 
subject is worthy of further attention. The 
experiepce of little Holland: at any rate 
proves conclusively that the Malays can 
be successfully ruled. The natives of Java 
and Celebes are of the same Malay stock 
as the Filipinos, living in a similar climate, 
and producing similar natural products. 
These people have increased over fourfold in 
numbers under Dutch rule within the last 
three-quarters of a century. They have 
been perfectly pacified and considerably 
civilized. They maintain orderly local gov- 
ernments, have acquired large amounts of 
property, and live better than ever before. 
At the same time, Holland itself has profited 
immensely from these most successful 
colonies, The methods by which these re- 
sults have been attained are well worth 
close study at the hands of Americans. 

Probably the best description of how 
all this has been accomplished may be 
found in Alfred Russel Wallace’s volume 
on “* The Malay Archipelago.” He shows 
that the wonderful prosperity of Java and 
Celebes is due to what is called the “ culture. 
system.” When this system was adopted in 
Java in 1826 the total population of the 
island were 5,500,000. Today it is about 
24,000,000, or nearly one-third that of the 
United States. The whole island is one 
vast garden, with perfect roads from one 
end to the other, running through scenes 
of exquisite tropical beauty. It is not 
strange that Mr. Wallace, after a wide ex- 
perience among aboriginal natives in many 
parts of the world, should have come to 
the conclusion that “ the Dutch system is 
the best that can be adopted when a Eu- 
ropean nation conquers or otherwise ac- 
quires possession of a country inhabited 
by an industrious but semi-barbarous 
people.” 

It is not possible or even desirable that 
we should adopt the Dutch system in toto, 
for it is the reverse of the “ open door” 
system to which we stand pledged, for a 
period at least, in the Philippines. But 
an examination of the causes that have 
made the Dutch method succeed will enable 
us to build up a system of our own equally 
suited to the circumstances. 

As seen in Java, the Dutch mode has 
been to retain the whole series of native 
rulers, from the village chiefs up to the 
princes, who, under the name of regents, are 
the heads of districts about the size of 
an Illinois township. Along with each 
regent is a Dutch resident, who does the 
real ruling, though he is assumed to be 
only the “elder brother” 
prince, and merely to make “ recommenda- 
tions.” Along with each assistant resident 
thepe,is a controller, a kind of inspector 
of all the lower native rulers, and an in- 
termediary between the Malays and the 
Dutch government. Thus the hand of com-: 
pulsion, which is necessary with all semij- 
civilized races to make them work or take

Along with this official scheme is a.com- 
mercial system that is absolutely unique. 
All the products ‘of the island are sold to 
the Dutch government at a low fixed price. 
Out of the net agricultural profit a per; 
centage goes to the chiefs and the rest to 
the workmen. The Holland government, 
of course, gets enormous sums in this way 
that ought to go to the natires, but in 
spite of that fact the Malays have thrived, 
The same has also proved true in Celebes, 

where the circumstances were widely dif- 
ferent. In the Philippines the native 
population has for centuries been under 
tyrannous Spanish rule, and the removal of 
that rule leaves no such feudal system as 
the Dutch found to build on in Java. 
Nevertheless, the general principle remains 
—that a system of what may be called 
“paternal despotism,” similar to that of 
a parent over a child, is the only one 
yielding satisfactory results. As Wallace 
says, “ there is not merely an analogy, there 
is in many respects an identity of relations 
between master and pupil or parent and 
child, on the one hand, and an uncivilized 
race and its civilized rulers, on the other.’ 

By keeping this in mind, and by giving 
the Filipinos justice with as much “ home 
rule” as possible, at the same time letting 
their traditions and customs alone, we can 
speedily bring to them prosperity like that 
njoyed by the Javanese. It will be a bit- 
ter disappointment to the mugwumps, but 
it will add new glory to the American nation. 


‘WOES OF MR. JACOB30N. 

It is seldom that a tale of woe like 
that which Herman Jacobson related to 
Judge Holdom last week is heard even 
in the divorce court. His marital experi- 
ence . has been a truly remarkable one— 
if Mr. Jacobson is to be believed. He has 
invoked the power of the law to sunder the 
ties which bind him to Mrs. Jacobson— 
who was born a Callahan—once the part- 
ner of his joys and now the cause of all his 


SOrrows.

In 
his troubled dreams the monster enfolded 
him in its dread embrace. His nerves were 
shattered. He knew not at what moment 
his feet might ascend and the vital spark 
depart from his body upside down. What 
were the mental tortures of the Prisoner 
of Chillon or the Man in the Iron Mask com- 
pared with these! 

The instrument of torture haunted him 
even when he went about his business, 
He could not pass a second-hand store 
without shuddering. In his unhappy frame 
of mind it did not occur to him that he 
might sleep on the floor or buy another kind 
of bed. This is the strangest kind of proof 
as to the inroids made by the folding bed 
upon Jacobson’s mental faculties. Let us 
pity poor Jacobson, hoping that the former 
Miss Callahan’s motives in standing him 
on his head inside a folding bed have been’ 
misunderstood.

In this issue of Tae Trisune there is re- 
printed from the Nineteenth Century a 


noteworthy article by an _  English- 
man, James Arthur Gibson, calling

Nordrach, in the Black Forest of south- 
western Germany.

He must be 
back at the sanitarium and lie down to rest 
an hour before each meal, and then he ‘s 
compelled to eat two or three times as much 
food as he really desires. This cramming 
process is the nub of the whole treatment, 
and the results are indeed remarkable. 

Dr. Walther holds that there can be 
no cure without gaining weight, and that 
the building up of the system kills the 
disease inevitably. Instead of the nauseous 
doses of codliver oj] usually recommended 
for this purpose, he prescribes only whole- 
some foods of the most appetizing kinds, 
and in what would appear to be abnormal 
quantities. His method might wel be 
called the stuffing cure. The food consists 
of plenty of milk, fats of all kinds, potatoes, 
vegetables, bread, butter, cheese, fruits. 
sweets—everything that will make flesh. 
The patients are not allowed to eat be- 
tween meals, but at the three regular meals 
they are encouraged and induced by every 
means short of harsh compulsion to eat all 
they can swallow. Ten hours are allowed 
for sleep each night. Under this treatment 
Mr. Gibson says every patient gains weight 
—some at the rate of eight pounds a week.

Johnson of Indiana is a sore affliction to 
the House of Representatives and the coun- 
try, but there are only five days more of 
Johnson in public life. 
day he will become a private citizen. He 
will return to Indiana and obscurity, and 
while that scurrilous tongue which he can- 
not tame will continue to run, there will 
be no official reporters to take down his 
utterances and no Associated Press to tele- 
graph them over the country. He will be 
a grievous burden to the people of the little 
city where he resides, for he will button-hole 
them and revile the President to them 
on the street corners.

He was more forgetful of the proprieties of 
life and more abusive in his language 
than usual. His speeches grow worse as 
the end of his term approaches. As the 
renegade was a more zealous Mohammedan 
than the Turk, so is Johnson, who was elect- 
ed as a Republiean, more violent in his 
abuse of the President than are the Demo- 
crats, who may be expected to pitch into 
him. 

It may be that Johnson will think out 
some new abusive epithets today and fire 
them off during the week if he ean get 
any Democrat to lend him a few minutes 
of his time, to assail the President and 
denounce the policy of the Republican 
party. But evils which cannot last long 
should be borne patiently. Johnson will 
drop out of sight and the Congressional 
Record on Saturday. 


RAISING THE JUDGES’ PAY. 

The Senate Committee on Fees and Sa!- 
aries has reported favorably a bill to make 
the salaries of the twenty-eight Cook Coun- 
ty Judges $10,000 a year, instead of $7,000, 
thus adding at some future day $84,000 
annually to the salaries appropriation in 
this county. If this bill were to pass it 
would not benefit the present Judges, for 
no man’s salary can be increased lawfully 
while he is in office. The successors of 
the present Judges, however, would get the 
higher pay, and six years from now all the 
Judges would be receiving $10,000 a year. 

The friends of this measure must assume 
that decidedly better men will be put on the 
bench if salaries are raised, or that the

be much of a job, but it is different when 
it comes to hundreds of lanterns, as, for 
instance, a bunch like the red lanterns that 
have been seen at one place and another in 
the city in.the last year and a half hung out 
at night along the trenches dug when the 
work of transforming street railroads into 
underground trolley roads is progressing. 
It takes from one to three men to look after 
the lanterns used on such a work, so that 
there are some men in the city whose dally 
occupation, for the time, at least, is filling 
and trimming red lanterns. 

This work has sometimes in summer been 
done at a convenient place in the street, a 
plank placed on a couple of barrels serving 
as a table, to which the lanterns were 
brought to be filled and trimmed, and thence 
again distributed; but it is too cold for that 
now, and on one work where long lines of 
red lanterns are seem at night the lanterns 
are gathered up in tne morning and carried 
away on a truck. The flour of :-he truck 
is covered with lanterns, placed in long, 
regular rows, and then boards are placed 
across with the ends supported on the racks 
at the sides of the truck, and this tempo- 
rary platform is covered with another tier 
of lanterns in long, regular rows, like those 
below. It is a truckload of red lanterns: 
rather curious and interesting in itself, and 
suggestive of the scale on which things are 
done nowadays.—New York Sun.

JAMES ARTHUR GIRSON HESCRIBES 
> 
THE NORDRACH SYSTEM. 


Writes in the Nineteenth Century His 
Experience at the Sanatorium of 
Dr. Walther — Regains Health in 
Three and a Half Months—Patients 
Must Eat Heartily and Exercise— 
Sleep in Windowless Rooms—At- 
tacks Theory of Heredity.

The January number of the Nineteenth 
Century contains a remarkable article writ- 
ten by James Arthur Gibson, who was at- 
tacked with acute consumption and who was 
cured by what is called the Nordrach sys- 
tem. This system, as described by him, 
simply means fresh air, fresh, whoiesome 
food and lots of it, and judicious exercise. 
Mr. Gibson states his experiences in the 
Nineteenth Century in view of the alarm in 
Great Britain over the ravages. of tubercu- 


losis among men and beasts. Mr. Gibson 


ceclares that consumption is not necessarily 
a fatal disease and can be conquered by liv- 
ing a rational life.

He says, 
epeaking of the efforts of England's scien- 
tists to conquer the diseasc:

I have watched 
the half-truths they have—not discovered-— 
but been driven by continental scientists to 
ecknowledge, and the wrong positions they 
have taken up, while all the time thousands

a su the summer of 1895 L commpletely broke 
down in health.

Greds of others who have been perfectiy 
cured at Nordrach, and who have been fitted 
again to take their part in the work of life.

“We used to say among ourselves or to 
impress on a newcomer the necessity of eat- 
ing largely, that we had to eat three times 
the ordinary amount of food, one portion to 
Teplace natural waste; a second to replace

disease. and a third to put on weight so that 
the system might be strengthened. Soon 
the patient begins to feel more fit. The 
cough leaves him after a few weeks. and he 
begins to realize he has at last stumbled on 
he right treatment. Ten hours’ sleep every 
night for each patient. To bed at Qand upat 
7. Any lapse from the strict rules laid down 
results in a r®@uen of the cough, or the tale is 
told in some other way unpleasant for the 
patient.”’ 
Gets Plenty of Fresh Air. 

As to pure air, Mr. Gibson declares that 

from the time of the patient's -arriva! at 
Nordrach he never breathes any but the 
purest air. The elevation is 1,500 feet and 
the place is surrounded by trees. The case- 
ment windows of the sanatorla are kept open. 
night and day, and in some places the win- 
dows have been removed completely from 
the fraines. Thus the patient practically 
lives an outdoor life continually.

_ The patient soon feels invigorated and it 
becomes the greatest misery to remain ina 
room with closed windows. The climate is 
mucn the same as in England, with plenty 
of rain and cold winters. Mr. Gibson de- 
clares that the patients who go out regularly 
sometimes walk for hours in the rain with- 
aes thinking of changing their wet c!oth- 
neg. 

The regulation of the ameunt of exertion 
and rest is given great attention at. the 
Ssanatoria. Nothing is so harmful to x» con- 
Sumiptive patient as overexertion in any 
form, Mr. Gibson declares. Each patient has 
to take his own temperature four times a 
day and note it on a chart. The physician 
visits him three times a day and can tell at 
a glance if the invalid is doing as he should. 
When there is fever the patient is requirec 
te remain in bed until his temperature be- 
comes horma.. When in bed he is expected 
to eat as much as ever. Walking is generally 
up hili at a snail's pace, as the lungs in this 
Way are exercised without being overexert- 
ed. These walks are increased in length as 
the patient becomes stronger, unti! at length 
he is enabled to make ten miles at a stretch. 
The result is that when the paticnt is das- 
charged as cured he can return home and 
at ounce resume work. 

“I have been back at work three ycars,” 
Says Mr. Gibson, “‘ and feel better now than 
When f returned. 1 formerly was always 
thin and delicate, subject to constant colds 
and ilkhealth. During the last three years 
I have not been absent a single day througn 
Sickness and my generai health‘is completely 
restored. I emphatically aftirm that con- 
Sumption Is not a fatal disease, that not a 
$ingie hie should be lost through it, if only 
the proper means of grappling with it are 
émployed.”’ 


How Health Is Won Back. 


Mr. Gibson describes the recovery of 
health at Nordrach with enthusiasm. He 
States: 

“The chest begins to expand, the lungs to 
heal, and little by little, unconsciously and 
Without effort, the patient’s bent shoulders 
begin to straighten. Every fresh sign of 
returning health is of untold encourage- 
ment and good to him; and besides he sees 
others getting cured and leaving for home. 
There are three good meals a day. I am 
Sure there is no place where there is so much 
food consumed per head as at Nordrach. 
And ‘that by dying consumptives, who are 
gcnerally supposed to have no appetite!

Resting is always to’ be 
taken stretched out at full length on a 
couch, as in that way the maximum amount 
of rest is obtained. No medicines are ever 
given, as they can do no good, and only up- 
set the stomach. 

* These are the three features of the cure: 
Nourishment, rest, andfreshair. Of course 
there are details in the treatment. Every 
patient is examined once a month, both as 
to his lungs and sputum.- Each month the 
Symptoms of disease become less and less 


aevident, until there: comes a time when the 
-doctor, after examining the paticnt’s chest. 
will say, ‘I can hear absolutely notaing.’ 
That, indeed, is a happy moment for the 
patient. Thelungs are quite healed, and the 
sputum likely to be free from bacilli. After. 
assurance is made doubly sure by injecting 
the sputum into a guinea-pig, and Waiting 
a few weeks to see that there is no uwnfavora- 
ble result, the happy patient—now a patient 


no longer—is free to leave Nordrach and 


go whithersoever he listeth. As a matter cf 


fact, their most intimate friends often do 
not recognize in the stalwart, broad-chested 
fellows the dying consumptives they knew 
but a few months before. 


; Says Thousands Could Be Saved. 


“And this ts the crux of the{whole mat- 
ter. It is possible to cure here, on the spot, 
almost all the people of this country who are 
ill of phthisis! Why, then, are sanatoria not 
erected at once to cure the hundreds of 
thousands of those who are ill, and who have 
not the means to go abroad—hundreds of 
thousands who are as certainly doomed to 
death as If they were already under the sod. 
if somé such steps be not at once taken? It 


. is sad to think that all these people must die, 


when they might easily be saved.”’ 
Mr. Gibson says Dr. Walther told him that 


there was no reason whatever why such in- 


stitutions should not be established in Eng- 
land. Only one thing was absolutely neces- 
sary as to location—plenty of the purest of 
air. Climate made no difference whatever. 

Mr. Gibson insists there is no such thing 
as hereditary consumption and that this 
has been demonstrated by the experiments 
of Sir Thomas Gibson-Carmichael. In his 
pedigree herd some of the soundest and best 
known animals have been bred off tubercu- 
lous parents. Children of consumptive 
parents are often weakly constituted and are 
liable to acquire more easily infectious dis- 
eas¢s. But there is certainly, he asserts, 
no disea@e in the children’s systems at the 
beginning. If the. childreh are brought up 
rationally and heaithfully they will be im- 
mune. On the other hand, the most heaithy 
people who do not regard the laws of health 
become afflicted with consumption. Mr. 
Gibson insists that the laws which apply to 
man also apply to cattle. He does not take 
much stock in the varioys alleged consump- 
tion ‘chres and says even if a serum is ever 
found which will destroy the germ, the shat- 
tered system must in the end be built up 
much after the manner of the Nordrach 
method. 


PATIENT FROZEN BACK TO LIFE. 


Man Apparently Dead of Pneumonia 
Packed in Snow and Restored at 
a Connecticut Hospital. 


Hartford, Conn., Feb. 21.—Dr. John RP. 
Boucher told the Hartford Medical society 
tonight how he had raised a man from the 
dead by burying him in snow. 

The patient was Charles F. Robertson of 
23 Buckingham street, who_had been i!! 
for weeks from pneumonia. When he was 
beginning to recover his second lung became 


affected and the relapse appeared to have a 


fatal ending last Friday morning. Ap- 
parently he had passed through all the last 
stages of the disease. 

His ravings had ceased, his temperature 
was 107, his pulse had begun to weaken, his 
breath came in short gasps, and every evi- 
dence of the end was at hand. At 9 o'clock 
the last test to show life, that of the refiex 
action of the eyeball, had failed, and the 
nurse informed the doctor that the man was 
practically.dead. The family took the fact 
for granted and preparations were started 
to quickly remove the lifeless body. 

To the doctor there was one desperate hope 
left. Placing a rubber blanket under the 
man, he caused snow to be brought in and 
made into a bed, on which he laid the patient, 
stripped naked. Not a quiver of an eyelid, 
not a singlié*gasp, came as he was laid in 
the frigid mass. More snow was brought. 
It covered his arms, his legs, and his body. 
Everywhere the mass was packed tightly 
around him. The order was‘ keep him there 
till his temperature goes down to 101°.”’ 

For forty-tive minutes the man lay in the 
snow with no signs of returning life. In 
fact, every one believed him deg@d. At the 
end of that tithe the doctor had the snow 
taken away, and again tried the reflex action 


‘test. As he put his firiger on the eye the lid 


quivered, and a’ minute later the first flicker- 
ing pulse sent -« thrill through those who 


were anxiously waiting. 


Then came atother surprise. The doctor, 
a man of experience, suddenly struck the 
insensible man. a blow on the face. -Thé 
eyes opened. |

DEMAND FOR BEGGS NOT PRESSING. 


Trade Taking No More than It Has To 
and Prices Easier. 


There was a fairly wide range in egg prices yes- 
terday, but the tendency was lower because of a 
demand which is still far from pronounced. The 
trade would like to have the eggs. Dut not at 
present prices in any large quantities. because of 
a fear that with warmer weather, which may ap- 
pear at any time, receipts will be so much heavier 
that the market wi!! break badly, and under these 
conditions dealers do not want to be caught with 
any considerable quantities on hand. As receipts 
are running—not much over 1,000 cases daily, 
about 25 per cent of ordinary trade requirements— 
there seems to be but little danger of this con- 
tingency. Early sales yesterday were from 3$2¢ to 
84c, but later the price settied down to a range of 
from 30c to 32c. The bulk of receipts were ex- 
press stock, the disposition evidentiy being to hurry 
the few eggs forward to caich the market before 
any further deciine. Receipts yesterday were 
1,354 cases. For the week they figure up 10,788 
cases, against 15,005 cases the previous week and 
28,046 cases for the corresponding week last vear. 
The genera! list yesterday was moderately active 
and steady.

NEWS AND NOTHSES. 


A monument to the Confederate soldiers who fell 
at the battle of Franklin, Tenn., is to be erected by 
the Frankiin Chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. The unveiling of the memorial shaft 
Will take place on'Nov. 13 next, the anniversary of 
the battle. General Cleburne was among the 1,000 
Confederates who were killed at Franklin.

The official vote of the State of Texas, which is 
not *declured until the Legislature convenes tn 
January, has been made known, and is as follows 
on the Governorship’ Democratic, 201,548; Popu- 
list, 114,955; Prohibitioniat, 2,437; and Secialist,. 
There was no Republican candidate for Gov- 


ernor of Texas at last year's election, some of the 
Republicans supporting the Democratic and some 
of them supporting the Popullet nominee. A con- 


siderable number of Texas Republicans refrained 
from voting. ‘loose of them who supported Re- 
publican candidates for Congress In Texas cast 
33,078 votes. In the election of 1806 the McKinley 
vote of Texas was 167,000. 


The Alabama Legislature has provided for the 
ésubrnissior to the voters of that State of » 
proposition for the holding of a conatitutional 
convention intended radically to alter the pres- 
ent system of voting by the establishment of an 
educational qualification such as now exists in 
South Carolina, Louisiana, and Mississippi. The 
suffrage in Alabama is now practically free, one 
year’s residence in the State, threa months in 
the county, and thirty days in the voting precinct 
being required only. Aliens who have declared 
their intention to become citizens are permit- 
ted to vote in Alabama, the qualified electorate 
in which is in excess of 250,000, though the 
total vote for President in 1896 was less than 
200,000. Alabama is now the State having the 
largest colcred population exercising the right 
ef suffrage without any constitutional restric- 
tions. The present State Constitution of Alabama 
was adopted in 1868. 

The two wings of the Republican party in Mis- 
sissippi, after ten years’ estrangement, have come 
together, harmonizing their differences and sur- 
rendering their tactional organizations. In view, 
however, of the fact that the total vote of the two 
wings of the Republican party combined is only 
6,400 in Mississippi, against a VPopulist vote 
of 15,000 and a Democratic vote of 50,000, it is 
not clear how a union of Republican factions will 
make much difference in political conditions in 
the State. In the Presidential election of 186, the 
Hill faction of Republicans, so-called, polled 2,838 
votes for McKinley and Hobart, and the Lynch 
faction polled 2,785. The Hill faction is the domi- 
nant one among Républicans in Vicksburg, while 
the Lynch faction prevails in Natchez. In Clarke 
County, which is on the Alabama border, honors 
have been easy between the two factions of Mis- 
sissippl Kepublicans for some time. In the con- 
test in Clarke, Mr. McKinley polled the full 
strength of the Hill faction, fuur votes, and the 
full strength of the Lynch faction, three votes, a 
total of seven, aguinst nearly 1,000 Democrats, 
Mississippi is not the only State in which the 
Republicans, in a hopeless minority, have run 
two rival electora! tickets at an important elec- 
tiun. There were two McKinley. tickets in 
Louisiana, the collective vote tor which was 
less than 25 per cent of the total vote of the 
State.

Bodices which are not of the shirt variety, 
but intended for afternoon or theater wear, 
are embroidered in silk, beads, and chenille 
in all manner of rich designs; sometimes al! 
over the body, again down the tops of the 
sleeves or down the front and back in long 
points. 

The richest embroideries are carried out in 


lace flowers applied and surrounded with 


embroidered leaves in chenille with tendrils 
and trailing vines in gold, silver, or silk 
thread, The lace flowers may be in any color 
of lace one has, ecru, cream, black, or gray. 

The flowers are cut from piece lace and 
carefully applied flat, then one carries out 
the design about them to suit one’s fancy. 

If one cannot draw the design herself, it 
is better to go to some fancy workshop and 
have a graceful design outlined about the 
lace flowers. 

One of the handsomest of this kind of bod- 
fee that I have seen is in the wardrobe of 
Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. It is of the 
most luminous bengal satin In a delicate 
rose.

SWIFT PROGRESS 
IN OLD SIAM. 


Hospitals and Asylums Estab- 
lished by an American. 


KING ALWAYS WIDE AWAKE. 


Dr. T. Heyward Hays, the physician, 
friend, and adviser of the King of Siam, 
who thirteen years ago left Baltimore for 
that country and has bren there ever since, 
is now visiting this city. 

Dr. Hays left Bangkok, the capital of 
Siam, Nov. 27. He left here in 1886, going to 
Siam to engage in missionary.work, having 
been graduated in medicine from the Uni- 
versity of Maryland and later from the C'ol- 
lege_of Pharmacy. He worked as a mission- 
ary two years and then gave up at the in- 
Stance of the King, who had decided to es- 
tablish hospitals in his country and wanted 
American brains to help in his enterprise. 
Dr. Hays entered into the work with zest 
and established in Bangkok a hospital, a 


medical college, and a lunatic asylum. Pre-' 


vious to that time there had ‘been no provis- 
ion.of any sort for the insane of Siam and 
no care had been taken of them. Dr. Hays 
also established the only Kuropean hospital 
in- the country, and American and English 
sailors are treated there at a nominal cost. 
Other hospitals were built by him. and at 
the death of the King’s physictan Dr. Hays 
was appointed to succeed him. He will res 
to Siamjinafew months... .” 

In speaking of the country and its people 
Dr. Hays said: ‘ The young Siamese are 
progressive, and if you treat them squarely 
they will treat you the Same way. The coun- 
try is rich in rice, teak, rubies, and sap- 
phires. The King is a wideawake man with 
European ideas and a bright mind. Physi- 
cally he is fime looking and has an impres- 
sive personality. He is endowed with plenty 
of energy and has the good of his people at 


heart. Our capital city, Bangkok, is thor- 


oughly lighted with electricity and has a 
population of 350,000. The prevailing relig- 
jon all over the cofintry is Buddhism, but 
there is no reason why the Siamese should 
not embrace Christianity if they desiré, as 
there is but one man in the kingdom who is 
Sworn to believe in Buddha, and that is the 


‘King. The missionary field is entirely in the 


hands of the Presbyterian Church, and I 


*‘Qur city government is based upon the 
same principle as the ‘modern city in this 
courtry. There isa Lord Mayor and a body 
corresponding to your-City Council. Men 
who are especially fitted for the work are 
placed at the heads of the different depart- 
ments. There is absolutely no politics in na- 
tional or city. administration. The King’s 
power is absolute, he-holding life and death

Australia’s Greatest Millionaire 
Had No Use for Money, 


James Tyson Never Used Soap op 
Clean Linen.

N the recent death in Sydney of 
Tyson, New South Wales lost one of ity 
most characteristic citizens, Australia 
lost its most extensive land-owner, and 
the world one of its most interesting 
mijllionaires. Tyson was a native Austra 
beginning his lifework in the bushes a¢ the 
age of 17 years without a penny and ending 
it at 70 with a fortune estimated to be 
greater than £5,000,000. 

Throughout his entire life he was a byghe 
man, pure and simple. While he accumy. 
lated great wealth, his habéts of frugality 
never changed. He worked as hard and eqn. 
 sistently at 70 as he had at 17, wearing ¢he 

same kind of shabby ready-made clothing 
with a silvér watch, secured by a bootlage. 
and eating the same kind of hard fare, Hig 
life was spent in the open air, in the desert, 
as he called it. Shortly before he died he 
said he had never entered a church, or» 
theater, or a public house; that he had never 
tasted beer, or wine, or spirits; that he had 
never sworn, and that he had never washed 
with soap. He always used sand to get ria 
of dirt. He never wore a white shirt op 
gloves. 

He began to earn his own bread in iags 
when he was 17 years old, working as “ lead 
ing scythe’ on a back station for two ang 
a half years at £30 a year. He saved £60 of 
that income, and them saved £36 more ip his 
next job on a cattle station, where he herd. 
ed cattle, ving absolutely alone fore yegnr 
anda half. He wanted to start his own cat. 
the station with the money he had saved, bug 
the bank im which his first £60 had been de. 
posited failed. He regained a little of hig 
money, but had to go to work again to earn 
enough money to carry out his purpose, 

He soon accumulated £100 and established 
a cattle station on the Billybong River, in 
the back country of New South Wales, An. 
other streak of hard luck in the shapeof,g 


cepted a job to care for a lot of cattle aig 
payment to be one-third of the. incrgaagdy 
stock. He settled on the MurrumDriigge 
River on land which he owned throughamgs 
the rest of his life. | 
the foundation of his great fortune was iaid 


there. 


Five years later gold was discovered-in 
Victoria. Tyson began to supply beef ft the 
gold fields and made large profits, Otter 
herders. believing the gold craze to be short 
lived, were ready to dispose of all their cat- 
tle as quickly as possible at low prices, 
Tyson, taking a more accurate view of the 
prospects, believed that the market would 
last. He bought up all the stock that was 
being driven toward the Bendigo mines for 
ready money. Then he extended his bty- 
ing operations as far north as Queensland 
and finally to the buying of stations as well 
as stock in all parts of Australia. He im-< 
proved all property thus secured and got ta 
be one of the richest and, eventually, the 
largest landholder in the seven colonies. At 
the time of his death his freehold estate 
comprised half a million acres and his lease~ 
— extended over many thousands ‘of 
uare miles. 
Tyson never married, but he confessed @ 
few years ago that he met a girl in the 
Australian bush when he was 23 years oi

N interesting bit of news from Vienna 
is the report that Adolf Ritter von 
Sonnenthal, the leading actor of the 
Imperial Hofburg in the Austrian cap- 
ital, and one of the greatest living

Mcst successful from every point of view 
has been this eminent actor’s career. Born 
at Buda-Pesth in 1834, he began his theatri- 
cal work by piaying minor. parts in severa:

the age of 22 he made his début in Vienna. 
From that time he has held the position of 
leading actor in the Austrian capital. 

In 1881 was celebrated the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of his connection with the Hofburg 
Theater..,The people went wild with enthu- 
sjasm.:; After the performance they took the 
horses from his carriage and drew him 
through the streets. Among ‘the distin-

ance were the Emperor of Austria, the 
Crown Prince, and all the members of the 
court.’ 

There is in Austria an imperial mandate 
forbidding audiences to call actors before the 
curtain, but-on this night it was revoked by 
special permission and Sonnenthal was 
calied out no less than forty-two’ times. 
The Emperor further manifested his pleas- 
ure by conferring on him the title of Ritter 
Von, thus changing his name from plain 
Adolf Sonnenthal. He received at the same 
time the royal gold medal for art and wisdom 
from the King of Bavaria and the royal! or- 
der of the Red Eagle from the Emperor of 
Germany. What especially gratified him, 
however, was the fact that from all the Ger-

‘One of Sonnenthal’s most intimate friends 
was the,Jate Archduke Carl Ludwig of,Aus- 
tria, brother of the present Emperor. Short- 
ly before his death he was interviewed about 
the great actor and he said, among other 
things: ‘*‘ How remarkable it is that no 
member of Sonnenthal’s family has inherit- 
ed his genius as an actor! In fact, I can re- 
call only one other similar case, that of the 
Devrients family. And by the way,” con- 
tinued the Archduke, *“‘ my youngest son, 
Carl, is quite an amateur actor. Indeed, he 
has shown no little talent in that direction, 
and, what is not generally known, he has 
studied under Sonnenthal. If he had been 
born in a peasant’s cottage he might have 
won laurels as an actor, but fate has willed 
otherwise.”’ 

Herr Ludwig Eisenberg, a well known dra- 
matic critic, is preparing a biography of Son- 
nerthal, and the task has not been easy, for 
the reason that Sonnenthal cares not at all 
for notoriety, and little, therefore, has ever 
been published about his early years.

This has given 
rise to a good deal of cogitation at the Navy 
department, and among the youngsters 
there have been a few chuckles of amuse- 
ment.

Porter, after he 
was made a full Admiral, never did any- 
thing in particular.» Nominally ht was 
chairman of the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, but this simply meant that the 
board reported to him at intervals—a mere 
formality. For a while he had a room at the 
Navy department. but he did not get along 
well with Secretary Robeson. and so he 
transferred his headquarters to his residen-e 
on H street. It was much the same way with 
Farragut, of whom no duty was required 
after he came back from the famous cruls2 
which, as Admiral. he made in foreign 
waters to show himself and his ships. 
Dewey may possibly be put at the head of 
the Retfring board or Board of Inspection, 
but he will not be obliged to do any work, 
presumably. 

On the other hand. it is entirely conceiv- 
able that Dewey. as Admiral. might be made 
to work hard and todo disagreeable duty. 
He will always be at the mercy of any Secre- 
tary of the Navy who may dislike him, being 
subject to any orders that may properly be 
given to any flag officer. For instance, he 
might be put in command of the Pensacola 
navy yard, which is about’ as stupid an as- 
signment,.as could be imagined, or he might 
be sent to Key West. which is equally a 
bore. Another way to make things dis- 
agreeable for him would be to assign him to 
the command of the south Atlantic squadron.

fertile soil Hes. Twenty years ago, 
where the thousands of acres of Mr. 
Gifford’s ten-foot corn bends to the autumn 
winds, there was naught but dreary 
stretches of morass. In the driest seasons 
the water stagnated on the surface of the 
black and slimy ooze, built up in stratas of 
decayed vegetation, year by year. In the 
spring and fall this wide area of marsh was 
not infreyuently transformed into a series 
of lakes from three to ten feet deep. All 
this has been changed by the thorough sys- 
tem of drainage adopted by Mr. Gifford, who 
realized in the black muck limitless capacity 
for the production of marvelous crops of 
corn and vegetabies. 

The experiment of drainage was a doubtful 
one. It meant an immediate outlay of a 
fortune, with the possibility that when the 
vast improvement was completed it would 
stand on the debit side of Mr. Gifford’s 
ledger atasum far in excess of what equally 
good land night have been bought for iu 
more desirable localities. Mr. Gifford took 
the chances. The success which has crowned 
the venture has vindicated his judgment. 

He obtained from the State of: Indiana 
deeds to 33,000 acres of this swamp for a 
song, and then bought a steam dredge and 
began operations. For five years, save in 
the dead of winter, this dredge has Leen in 
operation constantly, day and night, and it 
has cut 1n that pemod seventy-five miles of 
ditches. These ditches were the main lines, 
and measured from six to twelve feet deep 
and from fifteen to twenty feet wide at 
ihe top. Discharging into them were laid 
several hundred miles of tile drains, all mzes, 
criss-crossing the immense tract at such 
distances as would best serve to extract the 
superfiuous moisture from the marsh. The 
water is running from these tile drains 
almvust the year round, and there is never a 
period when there is not a good head of 
water in the main ditches. 

As the dredge plowed its way through the 
dismal expanse the reeking mud was dumped 
alung thc sides of the cutting, and a hydrau!- 
ic ram attached to the dredge forced a pow- 
erful stream of water on it and washed it 
far pack from the verge, so that in the 
stormiest seasons it never drifted into the 
channel and choked it up. The crops raised 
on this enurmous tract afforded sufficient 
trailic to keep a small railroad busy, and as 
Mr. Gifford estimated he could with profit 
bulld his own line and haul his corn, stock, 
hay, vegetables, and other products to the 
Chicago market, he surveyed a line from the 
center of the tract, and is now constructing a 
freight line from the center of his farm north 
to a point of junction with the Indiana, Iili- 
nois and lowa line, which gives him direct 
connection with Chicago.

Mad call I it; for to define true madness 
What is it, but to be nothing else but mad? 
Had I but died an hour before this chance 
Ll had lived a blessed time. 

** John Wilkes Booth I did know well, very 
well. Calling to mind the last time I saw 
my old friend and comrade, that madman, 
John Wilkes Booth, I realized that if he had 


died a month before that cruel act of April 


14, 1865, his name would have been asso- 
ciated with all the leading stars of a most 
brilliant galaxy of actors than whom none 
more famous ever lived and dazzled Amer- 


those men of gwenius, even greater than his 
wonderful brother, Edwin. He would have 
been canonized in American dramatic his- 
tory. All the faults of an erratic nature 
would have been lost in the blaze of glory 
created by his wonderful and magnetic 


man one would have thought capable of so 
heinous a crime. We all know that ‘a 
strain of insanity’ was in the Booth fam- 
ily. As Edwin once said to me: ‘ Many 
times my father has been accused of drunk- 
enness when failing to appear, when he in 
reality was an irresponsible being.’

_ by Drowning, Will Be Commemorated by Navy Department 


in an Oil Painting Which Is Now Being Executed. \ 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 23.— 
As a memorial of the Maine, the 
Navy department is having painted 


a beautiful picture, which repre- 


sents a notable episode in ‘the 
career Of the ili-fated battleship. It teils 
the story of a terrific storm at sea, when 
man after man was lost overboard, and 
two were picked up again and saved by 
the skillful maneuvering of the vessel. 
Nothing quite like it has ever occurred in 
maritime history. 

The event took place on the morning of 
Feb. 6, 1897, and the scene was laid in 
latitude 34 north and longitude 75 degrees, 
i2 minutes west, which signifies a place 
not far south of .Cape Hatteras. A ter- 
rific gale was raging, such as tested the sea- 
worthy qualities even of such a stanch 
boat as the Maine. It was just five minutes 


..past 8 o’clock when the officer of the. deck

The difficulty of the 
situation was rendered much greater by the 
circumstance that a blinding rain was fall- 
ing, so that it was not possible to see any 
great distance ahead, Presently, however, 
a brilliant light was seen on the starboard 
bow. It was instantly recognized as the

ship was rolling in the trough of the sea, and

in its way. Invented by Chief Constructor 
Philip Hichborn of the navy, it is now car- 
ried on the warships of all the civilized na- 
tions of the world. It is a hollow ring of 
copper, airtight, to which are attached a 
couple of metal tubes, the latter being so 
arranged as to stand upright when the buoy 
floats on the water. In the tubes is a prep- 
aration of chloride of calcium, which is set 
afire by contact with water. Consequently, 
thanks to an ingenious arrangement, the 
metal tubes ofthe buoy are transfofmed into 
torches which give a vivid white light, visi- 
ble at night for many miles. 

Of such a kind was the buoy to which the 
two sailors, Hassell and Kogel, owed their 
lives. The Maine, carefully approaching 
them, threw them life lines, which they suc- 
ceeded in catching. But, even then, it was 
feared that, in gefting them aboard, their 
brains would be dashed out against the 
anchor on the port bow, or that they would 
receive serious injury in some other way. 
Presently, however, a gigantic wave came 
along and, lifting them upward, actually 
landed them gracefully and softly on the 
deck of the ship itself, where they received 
the congratulations of their comrades. Of 
course, they were in a helpless condition, 
being nearly frozen and having been for a 
long time exposed to the buffets of the 
storm, but by the next day they were all 
right again and ready for duty. 

Such was the most remarkable episode in 
the history of the Maine up to the time of 
its destruction in the harbor of Havana, and 
the Nuvy cepartment has considered it 
worth perpetuating on canvas.

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MARQU:SE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


France's frequent change of government 
during the present century has resulted in 
the inauguration of a new branch of art, 
which may be described as statue grafting. 
That is to say, it consists in the removal 
of the original Weads of statuary and the 
substitution of other heads in their places. 

Presilent Faure’s death the other day has 
led to a strong revival of this industry in 
France. The official residence of each pro- 
vincial Governor, as well as of his deputy 
prefects, the various postoffices throughout 
the lend, the council chambers of the mu- 
nicipality of every city, town, and village, 
in one word, every government office is 
adorned with busts of the President of the 
republic for the time being. 

As the Chief Magistrates of France suc- 
ceed one another more rapidly than pro- 
vided for by the constitution, which has 
enacted that their term of office should last 
seven years, the heads of the busts are so 
constructed as to be removable, and at the 
time of President Faure’s death his head:in 
plaster of paris, terra cotta, bronze, porce- 
lain, and marble looked down upon one from 
shoulders that had originally been modeled 
to represent President Grevy and President 
Thiers. 

Today the modelers are busy reproducing 
the features of President Loubet, and as 
soon as their task has been completed the 
heads of President Faure will be unscrewed 
from all the busts and statues of the Chief 
Magistrates in all the public offices and 
buildings throughout France and her colo- 
nies and the head of ‘“*. Father Loubette ”’ will 
be grafted on to the socket in their place. 

Some curious devices have been resorted 
to in this connection since the establishment 
of the republic in 1870. At the time of the 
downfall of President Thiers, who was a 
civilian, much difficulty was experienced in 
securing a sufficient number of busts of 
his successor, Marshal MacMahon, who was 
a military man, until by an unexpected 
piece of good fortune a store of busts of 
Napoleon III. in the uniform of a General 
was discovered. ‘ 

With all possible expedition the busts were 
decapitated and the honest, round head of 
MacMahon substituted for the character- 
istic features of that ill-fated Emperor who 
lives in French history as the Man of Sedan. 

And when Grevy in turn succeeded Mac- 
Mahon after the latter’s unexpected with- 
drawal from office one was apt to see the 
lawyer-like and eminently civilian face of 
Grevy peering down at one from a collar and 
shoulders that represented the uniform of 
a Marshal of France. 


This art of statue grafting is by no means 
confined to the busts of the Presidents of 
the French republic. Quite a large number 
of other statues, both in Paris and in the 
provinces, bear other heads on their should- 
ers than those which were originally placed 
there by the artist. 

Probably the best known cases of this 
statue grafting are to be found in the Cour 
d’Honneur of the Palace of Versailles. The 
statues which now bear the names of Mar- 
shals Mortier,’ Massena, Jourdan, and 
Lannes on the pedestals, originally bore the 
heads of Genera! Lassalle, General Espagne, 
and a couple of other military leaders of 
minor fame and celebrity on their shoulders. 

It appears that the children of General 
Espagne happened to be visiting Versailles 
at the time when the process of statue graft- 
ing was in progress, and came upon the 
sculptor, Laitie, when he was in the act 
of decapitating the statue of the revered 
parent. One of the ladies of the party faint- 
ed on the spot, and it is needless to add that 
a great outcry was raised about the subject, 
without, however, preventing the accom- 


plishment of the act. 


Still more peculiar are the vicissitudes of 
the bust that figures on the facade of the 
east side of the Louvre at Paris, just over 
the Colonnade. The bust originally repre-

(fact that the dampness had loosened the 


cement that attached to the bust the flow- 
ing wig and the Bourbonian lump to the 
bridge of the nose. The bust was according- 
ly taken in hand, and today it represents no 
longer the first Napoleon, nor Louis XIV., 
but ‘‘ Madame la Republique.” 

Nor is this art of statue grafting confined 
to France, In the parish church of Yar- 
mouth, in the Isle of Wight, there stands 
over the tomb of Admiral Sir Robert Holmes 
a statue of which the head only is of the 
Admiral. The latter captured at sea a 
French vessel which was conveying from 
Leghorn to Marseilles en route for Paris a 
statue of King Louis XIV., of which all save 
the head had been completed, it being the 
object of the sculptor to model the head from 
the royal living subject at Paris. 

Sir Robert coolly appropriated the statue 
and caused an English sculptor to place the 
marble representation of his own head upon 
the trunk. In the recent restoration of some 
of the entrances and facades of the old Eng- 
lish cathedrals the sculptured heads of the 
deans and canons then in office have been 
placed by those intrusted with the work of 
restoration upon the headless statues of 
saints and Kings of olden days. 


art has been extened even to paintings 

pa ‘engravings, and one of the best known 
cases in point is Lombart's celebrated en- 
graving of Van Dyck’s grand equestrian 
portrait of King Charles I. 

The first plate was completed before the 
execution of the unfortunate King. ‘After 
his death Lombart, with a view of currying 
favor, obliterated the head of Charles from 
the plate and substituted that of Oliver 
Cromwell in its stead, although it is well 
known Van Dyck, the painter, never painted 
any equestrian portrait of Cromwell. * 

A number of engravings were struck off by 
Lombart showing the Van Dyck picture of 
Charles I. with the head of the great pro- 
tector figuring on the shoulders of the ill- 
fated King, and it is needless to say that 
these engravings are highly prized by col- 
lectors. 

On the restoration and advent to the throne 
of King Charles II. Lombart once more 
altered his plate, obliterated the head of 
Cromwell and restored that of King 
Charles I 

Those collectors who are anxious to find 
means of distinguishing between the proofs 
struck off from the Lombart plate before 
the execution of King Charles I. and after 
the restoration of his son will be readily able 
to do so when it is pointed out that on the 
engravings struck off after the restoration 
the sash of the monarch is worn round the 
waist instead of over the right shoulder, and 
that the page boy has a slight mustache. 


It remains to be seen whether this art of 
statue grafting, and of the manipulation of 
portraits will ever find any application in the 
United States, where the opportunities which 
it offers are unlimited. 

The grafting, for instance, of the hedd of 
President McKinley upon a statue repre- 
senting the massive proportions of his prede- 
cessor in office, Grover Cleveland, would pre- 
sent a striking picture, while one cannot 
readily conceive the head of General Joe 
Wheeler grafted upon a statue of General 
Shafter. | 

Still, at the same time, many cases could 
be found where the change of head could be 
made without offending the sense of pro- 
priety, and in view of the fact that Presi- 
dents of the United States hold their office 
merely for four years, that the term of a 
Governor is shorter, and that of a Mayor 
still more brief, there ought to be a profitable 
field on this side of the Atlantic for that 
branch of art which goes the name of 
statue grafting. 


Finest Collection of Chained Books. 


Literature states that the finest known 
collection of chained books is that in Here- 
ford Cathedral. It includes about 2,000 vol- 
umes, arranged In five bookcases, of which 
not less than 1,500 are secured by chains 
three or four feet long, each with a swivel 
in the center. A small collection of chained 
books, long forgotten, has just come to light 
in the vestry of the church at Sleaford, 
Lincolnshire. 


Pictures Through an Insect’s Eye. 

One of the Jater marvels of little things 
is the taking of pictures through the lens 
of an ineect’s eye.

FUNERAL ADRIFT IN THE STORM. 


Hearse and Coach Separated and Hours 
Spent in Hunting for Each 
Other. 


A hearse containing a coffin in which was 
the body of a 4-year-old child became snow- 
bound on Monday at Nassau and Kingsland 
avenues, Greenpoint, while on its way to 
Calvary Cemetery. The child belonged to a 
Polish couple, and died at its parents’ home 
in Catharine street, Manhattan, last Satur- 
day. Undertaker Norton of 37 Mott street 
arranged the funeral. The hearse and one 
coach, in which were the dead child's rel- 
atives, set out for the cemetery on Monday 
afternoon. When the team drawing the 
hearse reached Nassau avenue the horses 
seemed almost exhausted. The driver urged 
them on, however, and at Kingsland avenue 
the team and hearse came to a stop ina 
deep snoWbank. After considerable diffi- 
culty the hearse was extricated, and then 
the driver of the coach turned his team 
about and directed the driver of the hearse 
to follow. At Nassau avenue and Monitor 
street the hearse driver lost sight of the 
coach in the storm. 

The hearse driver lost his bearing and 
began to drive his team down one thorough- 
fare and up another in his efforts to find 
the coach. In the meantime the driver of 
the coach had missed the hearse and also 
began a search. After driving around for 
nearly three hours without obtaining any 
trace of the hearse the coachman halted in 
front of the Bedford avenue police station 
and the mourners got out. The police were 
requested to assist in a search for the 
hearse. P 

While the coach driver was giving a de- 
scription of the missing hearse it passed 
the police station. Two policemen over- 
hauled it and the driver went to the station 
house, where he related his experience. It 
was after 7 o’clock and too late to continue 
to the cemetery. The coffin was taken to 
Undertake Gallagher's shop at Bedford 
avenue and North Sixth street, and kept 
there until yesterday afternoon, when Un- 
dertaker Norton returned and the funeral 
party proceeded to Calvary Cemetery with- 
out further mishap.—New York Sun. 


For Use in Foggy Weather. 

Warnings by sound to vessels in fog are 
unreliable on account of the curiously un- 
certain effects of air currents, which often 
render inaudible the signals of nearby fog- 
hofns while distant sounds are plainly 
heard. To detect approach to danger with 
greater cértainty, Herman Herberts of New- 
ark, N. J., proposes the use of the thermo- 
pile. This apparatus is capable of register- 
ing a change of temperature as small as the 
millionth of a centigrade degree, detecting 
the heat of a candle at a distance of a quar- 
ter of a mile, and by using two horizontally 
rotated thermopiles, the two heat-collecting 
funnels pointing in opposite directions, it is 
believed that not only would the proximity 
of a vessel be shown by its heat radiations 
but nearness of an iceberg, and even of land 
or a sunken wreck, would be indicated by the 
same laws of radiation.

UDYARD KIPLING’S latest poem, 
“The White Man’s Burden,” callsat- 
tention to the underlying motive of 
mingled imperialism, pride of empire, 
and mere joy of conquest, which runs 

through his writings. There is no man, aside 
from Sir Charles Dilke, Ashmead Bartlett, 
Lord Charles Beresford, and some of the 
other English writers upon colonial and in- 
ternational subjects, who covers so fully 
and so well England's position and England’s 
theory of conquest and aggrandizement. 
The fact that Kipling’s latest song seems 


“aimed directly at the American people and 


comes as the almost personal exhortation to 
it, from Britain’s most conspicuous citizen of 
empire, together with his arrival in this 
country, makes it doubly interesting to turn 
through his writ'ngs and’ find the sentiments 
and situations which bear upon similar 


ideas. 
There is, to be sure, nothing so direct as 
bis call: 
Take up the white man’s burden— 
Serd forth the best ye breed— 
Go bind your sons to exile 
To serve your captives’ need.

These are Kipling’s tributes to the empire 
England's policy has wrought, and the way 
it was done cannot be better summarized

(Bugile)—Ta-rara-ra-ra-rara! 
The adventurous spirit which has devel- 
oped the policy of imperialism is also plenti- 
fully shown.

_ Kipling has made more familiar to the 


American people than the man without a 
singer or a song who is sweating and swear- 
ing in that arrogant red-coated person’s foot- 
steps at this moment. This matter of em- 
pire building brought to Atkins adventure 
and enjoyment. One of them sings of it all: 
I’ve taken my fun where I’ve found it, 
I've rogued and I’ve ranged in my time. 
He is marvelously like the American sol- 
dier in more ways than the blue-coat knows. 
The present situation is proving many of 
them. Take this complaint for example: 
O, it’s Tommy this, and Tommy that, and “‘ Tom- 
my, go away!’’ 
But it’s ‘‘ Thank you, Mr. Atkins,’’ when the band 
begins to play. 


They. oom me to the galley or round to the music- 


Ss, 
But when it comes to fightin’, Lord! they'll shove 
me in the stalls. 
For it’s Tommy this, and Tommy that, and ‘‘ Tom- 
my, wait outside!’’ ‘ 
But it’s ‘‘ special train for Atkins’ when the 
trooper’s on the tide. 

There has been another important factor 
in England’s expansion. This is the great 
number of well-bred, well educated men who 
| chose the chances and the excitement of the 
hard, dangerous work gladly. They are the 
“young sons’”’ and the “ gentleman rank- 
ers *’—two classes which scarcely exist here 
per se, but whose prototypes are numberless. 
The Song of the Banjo ’’ speaks of— 

- « « The bitter road the younger son must tread, 
Ere he win to hearth and saddle of his own. 

And hundreds of them have found them 
in India, Australasia, and Canada, while 
building up an empire as well. As for the 
others, who can forget the bitter, cruel, 
truthful brutality of ‘‘ Gentlemen Rankers ”’ 
—‘‘the legion of the lost ones, the cohort of 
the damned.”’ 

Out of all the glorying in adventure, aside 
fsom such sentiments as the love of wan- 
dering of ‘*‘ The Feet of the Young Men,” 
aside from the glorying in brute force, and 
the cruel cynicism, rise two poems written 
from a pinnacle far above the conflict, and 
‘they, too, strike home to us. Thére is the 
organ-like *“‘ Hymn Before Action ”’: 
Ere yet we loose the legions— 

Ere yet we draw the biade, 
Jehovah of the Thunders, 
Lord .God of Battles, aid; 


For those who kneel beside us 
At altars not thine own, 

Who lack the lights that guide us, 
Lord, let their faith atone; 


From panic, pride, and terror, 
Revenge that knows no rein— 
Light haste and lawless error, 
Pretect us yet again. 

There, too, is that jubilee poem, sung in 
some of the churches of England now and 
too well known to require quotation, *‘ The 
Recessional,”’ with its drumming, insistent 
hammer beat of advice, *“Lest we forget, 
lest we forget.’’ 

In his prose, too, Kipling has touched upon 
many things of present interest. His master- 
piece of story, ‘‘ The Men Who Would Be 
Kings,’ is typical of the British desire to 
govern, and perhaps it is of the Anglo- 
Saxon desire. But through the whole of 
those wonderful short stories of Indian life 
is an undercurrent of the mysteries, de- 
lights, and attractions which a strange, 
barbarous peopie hold out to the Angloe 
Saxon mind. There is the story called “‘ Be- 
yond the Pale,’ of the love of Trejago, the 
Englishman for Bisesa, the. Hindoo widow, 
with its weird love song which begins “Alone 
upon the housetops of the north.’’ There.{s 
the fataliem of the horror called “‘ The Gate 
of the Hundred Sorrows.” There is the 
unique character of Strickland of the police, 
the man who knew “ The Lizard Song of the 
Sausis,” the “ Halli-Hukk Dance,” and had 
assisted at “ the painting of the death bull.” 
And there, too, is that story of Talwn, in- 
congruousiy headed with a quotation from 
Joshua, which describes the little room on 
the city wall where the wit and wisdom of 
native India gather, and, like the others, 
hints at all sorts of mysteries which breathe

* Now would I give a thousand furlongs of sea

It will never stand alone, 
but the idea is a pretty one, and men are 
willing to die for it, and yearly the work of 
pushing, and coaxing, and scolding, and pet- 
ting the country into good living goes for- 
ward. 
given to the native, while the Englishmen 
stand back and wipe their foreheads. Ifa 
failure occurs, the Englishmen step forward 
and take the blame. ... Were the day 
of doom to dawn tomorrow, you would find 
the supreme government ‘ taking measures 
to allay popular excitement’ and putting 
guards upon the graveyards that the dead 
might troop forth orderly. The youngest 
civilian would arrest Gabriel upon his own 
responsibility if the archangel could not 
produce a Deputy Commissioner's permis- 
sion to ‘ make music or other noises,’ as the 
form says.’’ 

From present appearances the Filipino 
seems to have many of the characteristics 
of the people of India, and this graphic and 
somewhat spicy account of what we may 
expect is of interest. It doesn’t appear at all 
easy, but that will deter none who have as- 
simlated the deep and satisfactory philoso- 
phy of him who sat upon deck and observed

NIAGARA’S ICE BLASTED AWAY. 


Efforts Now Being Made to Guard the 
New Steel Arch from De- 
struction. 


Engineers and bridge builders have been 
much interested in the danger that threat- 
ened the great steel arch at Niagara Falls 
as a result of the formation of the immense 
ice Jam, the greatest Niagara has ever ex- 
perienced, and it is worthy of note that in 
blasting the ice away from about the abut- 
ments on the New York side fully twenty- 
five pounds of dynamite were used. The 
men who used the explosive, and also those 
who watched their operatiéns from safe 
points of view on thecliff tops, observed 
that the blasting of an ice pack is quite 
different than blasting away solid rock, 
for the effect of the explosive was found 
to be quite like that of rock having many 
seams. in blasting the ice the men sank 
their crowbars deep down in the mass eight 
or ten feet, and in the hole thus formed 
dropped a stick of dynamite. The explosive 
was discharged by means of a battery. As 
the ice bridge is formed of small cakes of ice 
held together by a slushy, snowy formation, 
the explosive spent ‘its force’ in the many 
seams, and did not create the resutls which 
would have been obtained had the ice been 
more solid. However, as the ice was broken 
on the New York side the wash and current 
of the water that pours out of the Niagara 
Falls Power company’s tunnel close by the 
abutments carried the ice away and washed 
it under the main formation, thus clearing 
quite a large space out in the river in front 
of the abutments. On the Canadian side. 
of the river the ice was also blasted from 
about the stone work of the bridge struc- 
ture, but the results obtained were quite dif- 
/ ferent. There was no current there to carry 

the broken ice away, and it simply lay 

where it fell, the explosive lowering its 
height and throwing it way from the abut- 
ments. ; 

The formation of this ice jam has clearly 
proved the imminent danger in which the 
bridge is placed by such occurrences, and 
it has been decided by the companies con- 
trolling the bridge to have retaining walls 
erected as soon as possible, in order to avoid 

-a repetition of this danger. 

Up to this time the blasting has been ef- 

fective in preventing damage to the bridge. 

One serious menace at these times is the 
superstructure of the bridge, which fell on 
‘the night of Jan. 9, 1889, and which lies 
buried in the water under the stee) arch. 
Clear across the river, almost from shore to 
shore, this mass of tangied steel rests in the 
‘river, and should the ice solidify between 
this old bridge and the surface, thus block- 
ing. up @ great portion of the channel 
through which the water passes over the 
falls, there is no telling what might occur.— 
Philadelphia Record.

Primitive Methods of Extracting 
the Cocoanut Oil,

coral island shows a grove of trees 
growing apparently from the wa- 
ter,"’ said Captain Byron Snow, who 
for years commanded a trading schooner 
sailing among the Islands of Micronesia. 
‘* Nearer at hand the white line of breakers 
against the reef appears, and lastly the low 
land, rising from four to ten feet above the 
surface. Among the trees are the scattered 
houses of the people, and, in the Gilbert 
group of the islands, the great manabea, or 
council house. If your ship is to touch at 
the island you find the channel leading from 
the open sea into the central lagoon, and if 
wind and currents are favorable, sail easily 
in and drop anchor in a smooth, sheltered 
haven. Except in certain piratical islands 
which you are supposed to have sense 
enough to avoid, the people receive you hos- 
pitably and invite you into their houses, 
where they offer you palm juice, fresh or 
fermented, molasses and water, or green 
cocoanuts, which you eat with a spoon. 
The high-pitched roofs of the houses, 
thatched with pandanus leaves, rest on low 
posts, and there are no sides. so that when 
you sit down on the mat spread for you on 
the floor the interior arrangements of all 
the other houses in the village are open to 
your view. 


| EEN in the offing ten or fifteen 
‘ miles away, the first view of a 


‘‘In the days when I traded among the 
Micronesian Islands cocoanut oil was the 
principal thing the natives had to traffic 
with. They obtained it by scraping cocoa- 
nut meat fine with a knife or shell and then 
pressing the oil out in a rude handpress 
operated with a long lever. Half a dozen 
natives would sit on this lever, like Amer- 
ican country boys on the top rail of a fence, 
while the oil dripped down Into a calabash 
set to catch it. It was a job that suited 
excellently their ideas of labor. But their 
way~-of getting the cocoanut from the tree 
in the first place was something to strike 
a White man as work that he would rather 
tet- out than try to do himself. Of course, 
they had to climb for them, and to get up the 
fifty feet or so of smooth-barked trunk to 
where the nuts were they used several dif- 
ferent methods. The usual one was to cut 
notches in the tree large enough to give a 
hold to the great toe, and up these the is- 
landers would walk as easily and surely as 
a sailor would climb the ratlines. The first 
climbing of the tree, the work of cutting 
notches, took some little time, but after that 
the native looked on the palm trunk as a 

“Another way was for the climber to tie 
his feet together a few inches apart. Then, 
putting one hand around the trunk, with the 
other he would push himself away, at the 
Same time drawing his feet up, one after 
the other, and keeping the cord that tied 
them pressed against the tree to keep him 
from slipping back. Then he would straight- 
en himself up for’a fresh start. In this man- 
ner a man would work himself up a tree 
trunk fast. But the star performance was 
for the climber to use no helps, but simply 
clasp the trunk with both hands to keep 
from falling backward and walk straight 
up the tree. Most of the young men made 
a point of climbing in this way, if there was 
any haste to get the cocoanuts or if people 
were looking on. The cocoanut oi] that 
they obtained the natives bartered with the 
traders for fish hooks, plane irons, large 
knives, scented oils, beads, and tobacco. 
In recent years the preparation of copra 
for shipment has taken the place of the 
production of oil, and a great variety of 
goods is demanded in the Micronesian trade, 
owing to the civilization introduced by 
American missionaries. Tobacco the Chris- 
‘tianized natives never use. while the uncon- 
verted islander may be known by his pipe, 
which, when not in use, is. carried about 
stuck through a hole in his ear. : 


“ Were it not for the three species of in- 
digenous wild trees that grow on the coral 
islands the people there would be badly off 
for the means of living. The soil is poor, 
often barren, and the only cultivated plant 
is a species of taro, a variety of the root 
eaten in the Hawaiian Islands in the form 
of pol. There are no streams, springs, or 
wells on the coral islands, and for watér 
the inhabitants have to depend on rain- 
pools. As they are in the moist latitudes, 
where rain falls nearly. every day of the 
year, this water supply is reasonably safe 
and certain, but the salt spray of the ocean, 
driven into the pools, often makes them

use in weaving. Bread fruit is a staple 
food, and the trunk of the tree on which 
it grows serves, when hollowed out with 
fire and axes, for the canoes and 'proas in 
which the natives make their voyages. The 
drupes of the pandanus trees are used to 
some extent as food, and the long, narrow 
pandanus leaves are sewed into garments 
and sails, plaited into hats and mats, and 
used for the thatching of houses. Fish are 
caught in abundance, though care has to 
be taken in selecting those to be served, as 
some varieties found about the reefs are 
poisonous to eat. Cattle, sheep, or goats 
placed on these islands soon die. Pigs man- 
age toeke outaliving, and, with some starve- 
ling dogs, are the only domestic quadrupeds 
kept by the natives. There are few land birds 
and flowers on the coral groups, and white 
people who reside upon these islands find 
the conditions trying to health. 

“* Although the natives of the Micronesian 
coral islands are naturally warlike and given 
to killing one another in private quarrels, 


] they have never been known as cannibals. 


The unconverted islanders are great liars 
and thievish. Théey are kind tochildrén, but 
treat their women cruelly, beating and stab- 
bing them on little or no provocation. Old 
people receive but little consideration among 
them. The bodies of adults of both sexes 
are elaborately tattooed, except in the gen- 
eration that has grown up in the Marshall 
and Gilbert Islands since Germany and 
Engiand seized upon the respective groups 
some fifteen or sixteen years ago. Now the 
practice of tattooing seems dying out in 
islands where Europeans reside, and none 
of the converted natives undergo it. 

‘* Among the heathen natives of the Gilbert 
Islands a strange burial custom prevails. 
When a man has died his body is brought to 
the mancaba, a great council house, and is 
laid out in state. Women sit by it day after 
day for weeks. Most of the time the body 
is covered by a mat, and frequently beneath 
the same mat lies the dead man's wife, 
mourning over her loss. When at last the 
corpse is about to be buried the widow often 
keeps the skull and makes it her constant 
companion, carrying it with her wherever 
she goes. A man is generally buried under 
his own house, and only a few inches be- 
low the surface of the ground, owing to the 
belief of the survivors that if there should 
be room left for another corpse above him 
there would soon be another to fill the place. 
But sometimes the body is rolled up tn mats 
and laid away in a loft of the house. The 
religion of the Micronesians is a sort of Spir- 
itism, in which persons pretend to hold in- 
tercourse with disembodied spirits that man- 
ifest themselves, not by knockings or table 
tippings, but by whistling. 

*“* All the eagerness to gobble up the Micro- 
nesian Islands which Germany, England, 
and Spain have in recent years displayed is 
a playing for position in the world’s warfare. 
with the aim to secure naval and tele- 
graphic bases rather than develop produc- 
tion and commerce in the islands themselves. 
Beyond the shipment of a limited amount of 
copra there are no commercial possibilities 
in either of the coral groups, the Marshalls 
or the Gilberts. The Caroline Archipelago 
is more promising, having the fine volcanié 
islands of Kusaie, Ponape, Rule, Yap, and 
the Pelews among its minor coral groups, af- 
fording harbors among the best in. the Pa- 
cific. It is a vast pity that the United States 
has not secured the Carolines, both for 
naval bases and for the laying of an ocean 
cable, which, connecting San Francisco and 
Manila, should follow the ocean plateau from 
which the islands of this arch{pelago rise, 
rather n try to span the deep chasm that 
en onolulu from Guam.’’—New York

It Is of Strategic Value, Command- 
Yucatan Channel. 


COLUMBUS ITS DISCOVERER. 


{SH INGTON, D. Feb. 23.— 
Uncle Sam, a day or two ago, de- 
cided to claim as his own and hold 
for keeps the beautiful Isle of 
Pines, destined to become an ocean 
paradise for invalids, especially sufferers 
from lung, bronchial, or throat affections. 
The wonderful medicinal virtues of this 
4sland are not, however, what attracted the 
authorities. It is of great strategic value, 
inasmuch as it can be made to command 
the Yucatan Channel, leading to the Gulf 
of Mexico. It will also be invaluable in 
connection with the Nicaragua Canal, just 
south of it. The treaty of peace as soon 
as ratified by the Spanish Cortes will cede 
to us Porto Rico and “ other islands’’ of 
the West Indies, while simply “ relinquish- 
ing sovereignty ” over Cuba. Now, the Isle 
of. Pines is the largest of some 1,300 or more 
island satellites of Cuba and the Spanish 
held it: as a Cuban political dependency. 


' {JIncle Sam will not take that view of the 


case, however. He will regard it as one 
of the “other islands.’’ Who is there to 
forcibly object when he does? The island 
lies just off the southern coast of western 
Cuba and is connected with the latter bya 
continuous chain of keys. ? 

‘Spain never’appreciated this little jewel 
of the tropical seas. Yet it had been sanc- 
tified by the footprints of the immortal 
Columbus, who discovered it in the sum- 
mer of 1494, and who described its forest- 
clad hills °and mountains as presenting a 
spectacie of beauty and grandeur. For 
many years after this the Spaniards aban- 
doned it to the pirates and bold buccaneers, 
who held forth in West Indian waters tothe 
terror of early colonists. Here was their 
principal headquarters, whence they de- 
parted upon their bloody cruises. It was 
the hiding-place of their treasure, like the 
Mystterious Island of Stephenson. After 
the banishment of the pirates, a few peace- 
ful whites and blacks crossed over from 
Cuba and settled on little farms. But up to 
recent times .Cuba’s Spanish authorities 
utilized the garden spot as a place of banish- 
ment for drunkards, idlers, and political 
prisoners. These were not placgd under 
guard, but turned loose upon the.poor farm- 
ers. 

Today the Isle of Pines can brag of but. 
2,500 inhabitants. 


A few Yankee capitalists could transform 
this deserted isle into the most popular 
and fiourishing winter resort of the West- 
ern hemisphere. Had the aged Ponce de 
Leon ventured hither rather than to the 
interior of Florida he might have found a 
fountain of youth to prolong his life many 
years. Such a fount exists within the Isle of 
Pines. Samuel Hazard, the noted author and 
traveler, visited it more than twenty-five: 
years ago and regarded it as the most won- 
derful fountain of health to be found in the 
‘world. ‘*‘ Lounging arovnd Havana,” he 
Says, “‘ with a severe bronchial affection, I 
was informed officially that I would have to 
do one of two things fora cure, either give 
up smoking or go to the Island of Pines and 
take the miraculous waters of its mineral 
baths.”” Hazard goes on to say that “the 
disease _necessitated the interior of my 
threat. being touched frequently with caus- 

c and salts of copper without any material 
or permanent benefit. In, coming here to 
the Isle of Pines I in no respect changed my 
way of living, being only careful to take my 
two. baths and drink ‘four glasses of the 
water per diem, yet at the expiration of ten 
days, when I left the tsland, I was com- 
pletely cured and have never since had a 
The climate,” he 
goes on to say, is*perfectly delicious; the 
air is pure, dry, and balmy, and the winds 
coming from the sea and passing over pine 
forests, are gentle and invigorating.” 

Analysis of the wonderful water proves the 
presence of chlorides of sodium, and of 
calcium, sulphate, carbonate, and nitrate vf 
lime; iron, magnesia, and silex. : 

Tho springs are located at Santa Fé, one 
of the two villages of the isle, situated upon 
a river of the same name (some distance 
from the sea). Neuva Gerona, the other 
town, is picturesquely located at the foot 
of some green hills rising above the Rio 

de Serra de Casa, some distance from its 
mouth, and surrounded by plains of beau- 

tiful palms. Here were located the seat of 
Spanish government and barracks fora. 
small garrison. The mode of reaching these 
cities will be by rail from Havana to Bata- 
southern Cuban coast, and 


would be fifty-four miles the way the birds 
fiy,- but considerably longer by’ vessel be- 
cause of an intervening labyrinth of keys 
and winding channels. 

A view of the entire expanse of the island 
is presented from the summit of the magnifi- 
cent Cerro de los Cristoles or Crystal Hills, 
rising from the exact center, twelve miles 
from the baths. There are two ranges of 
mountains in the northern half, interspersed 
with rolling hills. Dolphin’s Head, the west- 
ernmost peak, can be seen out at sea for 
forty-five miles and presents an excellent 
site for a lighthouse. 

Transparent streams flowing from the 
Crystal Hills and verdant mountains 
through beautiful forests of pine, mahogany, 
and palms enlarge here and there into la- 
goons draining into the small rivers, which 
can* be navigated by our vessels: drawing 
from-seven to nine feet of water. 

The inhabitants, scattered mostly on little 
farms..far apart, engage in stock raising 


and pineapple culture. There is no particular 


seasons for the ripening of their fruit. As 
soon as a single pineapple has matured it 
is broken off and ‘the plant trimmed to a 
single istalk. This gives forth three or 
four additional shoots, which continue to 
bear fruit. The negro youngsters, in a nude 
concition, climb.the tall trees with the dex- 
terity of monkeys. These little fellows also 
hunt a species of large iguana, monster liz- 
ards five feet tn length, which are prized as 
food. This creature feeds upon vegetables. 
It has a long, flat tail which, as well as its 
head and a sharp ridge up its spine, is cov- 
ered with heavy black scaly plates. A tre- 
mendous goitre-like bag beneath its: chin 
adds its beauty. 
southwestern point of the island is the ex- 
clusive home of the “ caiman,”’ the largest 
crocodile known to science. Wild geese par- 
rots fly about in the forests and utter deaf- 
ening shrieks. Rare‘shelis and coral! forma- 
tions hitherto unstudied lie in wait for our. 
industrious naturalists. 
To the south of the isle proper and de- 
tached from it by a narrow salt river is an 
immenso swamp inhabited bya few half- 
savage fishermen. This portion curves 
northward at its western extremity, like a 
miniature Cape Cod, ending in a point of 
rock far out in the sea and inclosing a wide 
bay which may be utilized as a harbor in 
the event of the isiand’s becoming a regular 
naval station. 
Columbus christened the Isle of Pines 

“ Byangelista.’’ Later the Spaniards some- 
times called it Reina Amalia. Columbus 
never forgot “ Evangelista,” who enticed 

him to her and appeared loath to let him de- 

part. . While endeavoring to sail entirely 
around her he became entangled In the out- 
lying keys and was detained ten days try- 

ing to follow their channel. At one time, 

when his vessel got a severe thump on the 

bottom, he thought he was lost. When he 

at last traced his way out of the labyrinth 
he had but a swallow of wine and a pound 
of biscuit left for his entire crew. Leavi 
the bay, which he called the “ Lagoon of 
Siguanca,” he enteréd' a sea whose water 
was spotted green and white, -then a second 
as white as milk, and a third as. black as. 
ink, after which he reached Cuba and cere- 
moniously thanked the Lord for his deliv- 
erance from “‘ Evangelista’s ’’ snares. |

They are her views, to be sure, but they are 
decidedly analytic. In taiking of thé men 
the other day she never mentioned party. 
She talked of men, purposes, and principles. 
What Mrs. Atherton says is distinctly 
feminine. She is not schooled in the game 
of politics. She says Senator Davis is the 
Senate’s clearest thinker, because that is 
what her judgment tells after comparative 
study. In her analysis she omits the names 
of several of those whom the public con- 
siders among the chief notables, but, that 
makes what she says all the more interest- 
ing. Guided judgment is seldom orth 
while. It is time for congratulation when 

ism rings true. 
editor once said that the Senate 
was always interesting. Mrs. Atherton 
shows it is, and that much of interest is 
lost through the dry-as-dust methods of 
viewing the Senate that are generally’ in 
‘yozue.

He is a lovely 
old man, but he can't keep still two minutes 
at a time. 
'. * Just as he had finished the Senator came 
into the chamber. He had not heard a word 
except the last sentence or two. Senator 
Hawley is a dignified little man, and when 
Senator Mason sat down he addressed Mr. 
Hobart in his impressive way and said: ‘T 
am informed that the Senator from Illinois 
has been indulging in criticism of my re- 
marks. I would like him to understand that 
my criticism was not of him personally, but 
of the principles he advocated.’ 

** Senator Mason had learned by that time 
that Mr. Hawley hadn’t heard him. of 
course, the effect of his speech was lost on 
Mr. Hawley, and more than that it could not 
be effective if made over for Mr. Hawley’s 
benefit unless it was delivered in just the 
same way and tone. Any other man I ever 
saw would have been discouraged, but Sena- 
tor Mason wasn’t. He simply got mad all 
over again and at once, and stormed at Mr. 
Hawley precisely as he djd before. I never 
heard anything so funny. But then Mr. 
Mason is the standing joke of the Senate. 
Every organization of that sort has a jester, 
you know.” 

In her individual analyses of the Senators 
Mrs. Atherton is, unhesitating. From: her 
point of view the basic principle of her opin- 
ion is beyond é¢avil. For instance, regarding 
Senator Davis 'she said: 

“The more you study and compare the 
Senators, the more positive is your conviction 
that Senator Davis has the best mind. In 
saying that I mean that he is the clearest 
thinker. He arrives at’ his .. conclusions 
quickly, and yet he always knows why he 
thinks as he does. He seems to be a master 
of his subject, and if he makes an asseftion 
it is sure to be well grounded. He is not 
gifted in oratory, like Senator Daniel,’ but 
Senator Daniel. is frothy. Senator Davis 
does not think of the well rounded period, 
but the fact. . Senator Daniei’s speeches 
are more smooth and flowing, but when you 
analyze them they lack stamina. I think 
Senator Bacon more nearly combines polish 
and fact than almost any of the Senators. 
Senator Hoar is a good speaker too, and im-

Father, Mother, Two Daugh- 
ters in Pitiable Condition. 


FLEE FROM UNSEEN FOES 


All Avenues of Entrance Barri- 
caded with Barbed Wire. 


PRIDE AND STARVATION. 


Charleston, W. Va., Feb. 11.—One of the 
strangest cases of insanily ever known in 
this vicinity has come to light in the case of 
the Ellingwood family, who live at the cor- 
ner of Smith and Brook streets. The entire 
family, consisting of Mr. Ellingwood, whois 
55 years old; Mrs. Ellingwood, 52 years old; 
and their two daughters, Elizabeth and 
Helen, 22 and 20 years old respectively, are 
now in the hands of the authorities and will 
be removed to one of the State hospitals for 
the insane as soon as the arrangements can 
be made. The doctors who have examined 
them believe that lack of food, the use of 
drugs, and the life of isolation from their 
neighbors, which they have led of late years 
of their own choice, are the causes of their 
condition. 

When the Ellingwoods came here about 
twelve years ago from Indiana they were 
weil-to-do and bought the land where they 
now live. Two houses were built, one of 
which they rented, living in the other. Mrs. 
Ellingwood, who was Miss Lillian Cox, is 
related to many of the prominent families of 
the city, and the family was well received. 
Mr. Ellingwood is an artist, and the income 
from his work was added to by the proceeds 
of music lessons given by his wife. Of laze 
years, it is said, the Ellingwoods became 
poor. They began to shun soclety and for 
the last two years Mrs. Ellingwood and the 
girls, when spoken to on the street by ac- 
quaintances, would avert their faces and 
hurry by without replying. It was noticed 
that they were always pale with a sort of 
bluish pallor. Some charitable persons, who 
attributed this to insufficiency of food, tock 
measures to relieve the family, but were re- 
buffed. It is long since any stranger has 
been within their house. 

How long this condition of affairs might 
have continued it is impossible to say, had 
not the Ellingwoods been seen last week 
putting up a six-foot barbed-wire fence 
around the edge of their roof. The en<ire 
family worked on the fence until it was com- 
pleted. A neighbor shouted to Mr. Elling- 
wood while the work was in progress and 
asked what it was for. 

‘.To keep our enemies from stealing the 
shingles,”’ was the reply. 

To other people who saw him occasionally 
the head of the family talked wildly about 
enemies who were seeking his family’s de- 
struction. The police were finally called upon 
to act, on the ground that if the family was 
insane, as seemed obvious, some restraint 
should be put upon them lest they become 
violent. When the officers went to the house 
they found it barricaded. Effecting an en- 
trance after considerable difficulty, they be- 
came involved in masses of tangled wire in- 
terspersed with iron hooks and pointed 
stakes, and when at length they made their 
way through the house they could not tind 
any member of the family. They did find 
elaborate preparations for barricading al- 
most every room in the house. in fact, there 
was little in the house but defensive ap- 
paratus, most of the furniture having been 
converted to this purpose or having disap- 
peared. Presently one of the party discov- 
ered a hole dug under the kitchen floor, 
which, on investigation, proved to be a tun- 
rel connecting the two houses. 

This, also had been: heavily barricaded 
every few feet. In the middle of it the invad- 
ing party found the family crouched In pray- 
er and ina pitiable condition of terror. They 
made no resistance when led out, but the 
daughters cried bitterly. Mr. Ellingwood said 
the tunnel was the work of the entire family, 
delving with such implements as they had— 
a hatchet, a stove shovel, and bits of wood— 
and that it had taken months to make it. 
It was to be a place, he said, where they 
could withdraw from the sight of men and 
could retreat from the enemies who con- 
stantly sought their lives. Who these en- 
emies were he could not be induced to te'l. 
Mrs. Ellingwood and her daughters made 
no reply to questions put to them. The tun- 
nel was in a terribly filthy condition. There 
is little hope that the father and mother wil! 
ever recover their minds. The girls, who are 
greatly emaciated, may, with good food end 
careful treatment, come back to their senses. 
—New York Sun. 


ATROCITIES ON THE CONGO. 


Chicago Citizen, Who Has Relatives in 
the African Empire, Does Not Be- 
lieve Stories of Belgian Outrages. 


DITOR of The Tribune: Permit me, 
in my humble way, to criticise the ar- 
ticle published in last Sunday’s 
TRIBUNE upon Congo. 

Every month I receive letters from 

a brother-in-law who is in the upper Kassai 

district. He has been there for the last 

two years, and will return in 1900 or 1901. 

I have also a cousin who was sergeant in 
the Belgian army in the Congo, had charge 
of native troops for four years, and knows 
the differemt districts as wellas the way waz 
is conducted against the darkies. He was 
there from 1888 to 1892, and returned 
again la&St year for another term of three 
years, this time as an agent for a Belgian 
business house. 

Another cousin died last year in the Congo, 
having been there five years. 

Well, never have they written to me about 

such atrocities as your paper published last 
Sunday. I have asked about it many times, 
about the wars, expeditions, trading, and 
everything which would be interesting, and 
they always said that everything was quiet 
and peaceful. 
The darkies are treated well, and as long 
as they work, getallthey wanttoeat. They 
live in perfect harmony with the whites. 
The only trouble is, like the American Jn- 
dians, the mem are inclined to be lazy, and 
the women work hard. 
Further in the interior, some of the tribes 
have remained cannibals, and it is one of 
those tribes that caught four Belgians late- 
ly (one of whom was a friend of mine), and 
mace a feast of them. Itis a hard thing to 
bring them to understand civilization and 
progress, 
The Congo is a large country and as soon 
as a disturbance is quelled in a sectiztn one 
is started in another, and it costs the Belgian 
government a good deal of money to keep 
these troops moving and supplied in a coun- 
try where they have to cut thelr way 
through thick forests. 

According to letters I receive from Congo, 

the writer of last Sunday's article must have 

been misinformed, as to notes and sayings 
collected from travelers. 

I send your paper every Sunday to the 

Congo, to my relations, and I think that 

when they see your article upon Congo, with 

ilustrations, they will immediately answer 

the charges made therein. .
